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BOSTON YACHT TRIED our 


In a Two Hours’ Sail the Indepen- 
dence Shows to Advantage. 


SAILS SET IN LIGHT WIND 


fA Slight Rent in Mainsail Hindered Set- 
ting of the Great Sheet—More 


Sail than Usual. 


BOSTON, June. 9.—The Independence had 
another short sail in the bay late this after- 
moon, and the breeze being only moderate 
the big yacht spread more canvas than has 
yet been hoisted. The sea was smooth and 
agein she proved her wonderful reaching 
qualities besides showing considerable abil- 
ity in windward work. Not only did she 
hold well up to the breeze, keeping within 
an average of three points, but she footed 
quite fast and tacked in the neighborhood 
of twenty seconds. The trial was confined 
to less than two hours of actual sailing, 
most of the time being spent on the wind 
or reaching, and as yet the yacht has not 
been sent dead to leeward, it being thought 
well to wait for the spinnaker and clubtop- 
fail. 

There was no accident to-day, barring a 
slight rent in the mainsail which rather 
hindered the setting of that great piece 
of canvas. A stronger cap was put on to 
the end of the boom before the yacht went 
Gown the harbor, and this delayed the 
trjal until well along in the afternoon, so 
it was after 4 o'clock when the yacht 
dropped the tug’s towline and swung off 
under three lower sails. 

The wind, which up to $ o'clock had been 
blowing half a gale from the northwest, 
calmed down to an eight-knot breeze as 


the Independence started off, so that the 
racht did not foot quite so fast in her first 
coded reach as during her second trial last 
Thursday. After running out into the bay 
for about thfee miles the sheets were still 
further eased and for a mile or two she 
ran down the wind with the boom about 
three-quarters out. 

In this rur she dropped the tug rapidly, 
and it was only when she hauled on to the 
wind that the newspaper mén were able to 
get within ip eearter of a mile of her. Dur- 
ing the windward work the gaff topsail 
Was set up, and set considerably better than 
on Thursday, when it was of very little 
assistance. The tug was sent along di- 
ren? in her wake and twice she tacked 
within six points of the compass, or from 
northeast by northwest by north one-haif 
north. The breeze at the time was blow- 
ing about eight miles an hour, and the In- 
dependence seemed to go very fast. Sheets

USED. ACID FOR HOLY WATER. 


Demented Woman in_ Connecticut 
Sprinkled Carbolic Acid Over Her 


Husband and Neighbors. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WINSTED, Conn., June 9.—While dement- 
ed Mrs. Frederick Sultaire, aged thirty- 
two, of Harwinton, an isolated township 
twelve miles south of this city, sprinkled 
ecarbolic acid on her husband and several 
neighbors Friday evening, thinking it was 
holy water. The woman, who prays con- 
tinuously that demons who threaten her 
may be warded off, thought she was per- 
forming a religious rite. Sultaire, his wife, 
and a Mrs. Rosier, who lives in the house 
with the Sultaires, were most seriously 
burned by the acid. 

Since the death of her youngest child 
recently Mrs. Sultaire has acted strangely. 
A few days ago her illness developed into 
a temporary derangement of her mind. Her 
husband became alarmed, summoned a 
physician, but the unfortunate woman re- 
fused to take medicine. Friday evening she 
locked herself in a room and began to pray. 
Sultaire called in several neighbors, and 
Was conversing with them when Mrs. Sul- 
taire suddenly unlocked the door of her 
room, and, emerging, poured out handful 
after handful of the poison and threw it at 


her husband and neighbors. The insane 
woman was overpowered by her husband, 
but not before all in the room had: been 
burned more or less seriously. Sultaire was 
badly burned about the face, as was Mrs. 
Rosier, and Mrs. Sultaire’s arms up to her 
elbows are raw from the poison. As she 
seattered the deadly poison on her victims 
she said it was holy water. 

When questioned, the woman said she was 
pursued by demons, and that the prayers 
only would keep them away. She will be 
removed to a private sanitarium.

PANIC IN A-CHURCH. 


Cry of Fire Excites 1,000 Women and 
Girls at a Mission Service. 


A serious panic was narrowly averted in 
the Roman Catholic Church of the Annun- 
ciation, Fifth Avenue and Havemeyer 
Street, Brooklyn, yesterday afternoon. A 
cry of fire was the cause of the commo- 
tion resulting from the catching on fire 
from a burning candle she was carrying, of 
a picture hat belonging to a young woman 
who was in the audience. During the week 
the missionary fathers had been conduct- 
ing at the church a mission service for 
women. Yesterday was the last day, and 
Father Pauletigi, pastor of the church, was 
in the act of pronouncing the final bene- 
diction when a cry of fire rang out in the 
auditorium. 

Immediately there was a great commo- 
tion, and the audience, which was*com- 
posed of about 1,000 women and girls, be- 
gan a scramble to see who could reach the 
doors first. Father Pauletigi continued to 
pronounce the words of the benediction, 
while Father Hahn, one of the priests in 
attendance at the service, shouted to the 
women, all of whom were carrying burn- 
ing candles, to blow them out, In the 
meantime two other priests were going 
through the congregation, quieting an 
urging the people to return to their pews. 

y this time the hat of the young woman, 
the igniting of which was responsible for 
all the trouble, had been snatched off her 
head by two cool-headed women, thrown 
into the centre aisle, and the fire stamped 


out. 

With the exception of a little singeing 
that resulted to-the hair of the owner of 
the hat, no one was injured by the rush 
that followed its discovery, and the con- 
gregation was soon quieted by the priests 
and dismissed. 


SAMPSON DESIGN ADOPTED. 


Read Admiral’s Face on One Side, Prob- 
ably the Battleship Oregon on tthe 


Other of the Santiago Medal. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 9.--Secretary Long 
will approve the recommendation of the 
Board of Awards that Rear Admiral Samp- 
son’s face be reproduced upon the San- 
tiago medal. He has before him two de- 
signs for the reverse side. In considering 
this question the board had to face the 
fact that the flagship New York did not 
take a prominent part in the battle of San- 
tiago, and therefore was hardly entitled to 
a place on the medal, It was suggested 


that, as the cruiser Brooklyn did more of 
the fighting than any other ship and was 
struck more times than any other, she 
might with propriety be selected to adorn 
the medal. This was decided “adversely, 
and Fi battleship Oregon was selected in- 
stead. 

The second design contains simply a rep- 
resentation of Morro Castlé. This design, 
it is understood, will not be approved, and 
ihe Secretary will adopt the one with the 


Oregon. Naval officers say that in picking 
out the Oregon the board avoided the possi- 
bility of much criticism, since the Oregon 
is so popular. 


MACHINISTS APPEAL FOR AID, 


Committee from International Associa- 
tlon Heard by Central Feder- — 
ated Union. 

The privilege of the floor was given at 
yesterday's meeting of the Central Fed- 
erated Union to a committee from the In- 
ternational Association of Machinists, who 
wanted to lay the case of the striking 
machinists before the body. A. Kunzelman 
of this committee said that the principal 
point now was to keep 20,000 non-union men 


who had gone on strike with the union 
men, from rushing back to work. 

“There are 50,000 machinists on strike for 
the shorter workday throughout the United 
States,”’ he continued. ‘Of these, 30,000 
belong to the union and we have to keep 
the other 20,000 in line. We accept the 
challenge of the National Trades Associa- 
tion and will fight until we win or until the 
end. Should we win, as I hope and believe, 
it means a nine-hour work day for 650,000 
people throughout the United States, as it 
will bring the shorter workday to-all our 
affiliated trades.”’ 

He said that the fight would be a long 
and bitter one and asked the central body 
to lend its aid financially and otherwise. 
It would require $150,000 a week, he said, 
to pay strike benefits for the non-union 
men. 

The meeting voted to give $100 directly 
to the machinists and passed a resolution 
directing the Secretary to write to all the 
affiliated unions asking for financial as- 
sistance for the strikers. 


MACHINISTS AND THE RAILWAYS. 


Date for Demand for Nine-Hour Day 
Not Yet Determined. 
TORONTO, Ontario, June 9.—Regarding 
the fixing of a date upon which railway 
corporations will be asked to sign a paper 
granting the machinists a nine-hour work- 
day with a 12% per cent. increase in wages, 
President O’Connell said this evening that 
the matter has practically been disposed of 
by “Ae convention. A resolution approving 
of such action has already been passed, 
but the fixing of a date has been re- 


ferred to the Executive Committee, and will 
afterward be submitted to a vote of all the 
members of the association. 

In any event the date will be some re- 
mote time in the future, as the machinists 
are finding the present strike costly and 
have no desire to borrow fresh trouble. 
No further developments are expected in 
the strike until after thé meeting of man- 
ufacturers in New York on June 11. 


Fincke Will Not Captain Yale Team.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 9.—William 
L. Fincke, 1901, of New York City will not 
Captain the Yale team in the games with 


Oxford and Cambridge. Yale’s quota of 
athletes will be led by Richard Sheldon, re- 
cently elected Captain of Yale’s athletic 
team for next year. Capt. Fincke has de- 
cided not to enter the games.

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SUNDAY GOLF AT YONKERS 


Links Had Players All Day, and 
Baseball Also Flourished. 


Sermons in Five Churches Denounce 
Alleged Police Unwillingness to 
Enforce the Law. 


YONKERS, N. Y., June 9.—Golf and base- 
ball players indulged in their favorite sports 
to-day without police interference. The 
golf links had players on them all day, 
and every field that could be converted 
into a baseball field was utilized, 

The police looked on and did not inter- 
fere, a jury on Friday having acquitted 
the man arrested last Sunday as a test 
case, In the churches, however, another 
view of the matter was taken, and five 
clergymen preached sermons on Sunday ob- 
servance. The churches were two Eptisco- 
pal, one Catholic, one Methodist, and one 
Unitarian. In each the authorities were 
denounced, but not so much for failing to 
stop Sunday sports as for making no ef- 
fort to stop other and more serious viola- 
tions of the peace of the Sunday. 

The Rev. Dr. J. E. Price of the Methodist 
Church in his sermon characterized the 
arrest of Benjamin Adams for Sunday golf 
playing and his acquittal as a farce of the 
worst kind: It had been claimed, he said, 
that a few misguided ministers had stirred 
up the authorities to action. He wished the 
ministers could claim the honor of stirring 
up the authorities to proper action. The 
attention of the authorities had been called 
to baseball playing not so much because 
of objections to baseball, but to call atten- 
tion to the laxness of the police in dealing 
with all forms of Sunday law violations. 

This had the effect of stirring up the 
authorities and they had showed peculiar 
zeal in trying to enforce the law in the 
most obnoxious way. It seemed as if a 
studied effort had been made to bring the 
movement for a proper observance of the 
Sunday into disrepute and ridicule. If this 
was not the intention, why should golf 
players have been selected, while the liquor 
salocns were allowed to run unrestricted 
one openly, as he had seen them running 
to-day.: 

He had been told it was easier to convict 
a murderer whose life was at stake than a 
saloon keeper whose ill-gotten dollars only 
were called on to pay any prneiey- Mem- 
bers of his congregation had gathered evi- 
dence during the day against the saloons; 
the authorities could have this evidence if 
they wanted it, but if they did not want 
it there were ways of using it independent- 
ly of the authorities. 

Father Brady of St. Joseph's Church said 
the arrest of Mr. Adams was a farce, ard 
that the local police were straining at the 

nat golf and swallowing the camel sa- 
oon. The authorities, the priest said, al- 
lowed the saloon to run openly, and over- 
looked all kinds of rowdyism that they 
might turn their attention to the minor 
forms of offenses called Sunday sports, 
which did less harm in a cycle of time 
than the saloons and other vicious resorts 
did in an hour. 

The other clergymen spoke on the same 
lines. The efforts to stop the less objec- 
tlonable forms of violating the Sunday had 
brought the matter to the public mind, and 


from this time en the public would not be 
allowed to forget that every Sunday the 
saloons were allowed to remain open.

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE DENOUNCED, 


Plainfield Clergyman Preaches on the 
Unchristianity of the Eddy Cult. 
Special to The New York Times. 


PLAINFIELD, N. J., June 9.—The un- 
christianity of Christian Science was the 
subject of the sermon which the Rev. 
C. E. Herring preached in the First Prés- 
byterian Church here to-night. The preach- 
er denied with all the vigor of which he is 
capable the claims which Mrs. Eddy's 
cult makes to a foundation upon the Scrip- 
tures. 

“Whatever else Christian Science may 
be,” declared the Rev. Mr. Herring, “it is 
not Christian, for it denies the doctrine of 
sin, since Mrs. Eddy teaches that sin is up- 
real. It denies the incarnation, since it 
teaches that God can become finite, and it 
therefore denies the fact of the atonement. 
Because God is but a divine principle the 
fatherhood of God and the doctrine of 
prayer are both denied. Contrasted with 
the teachings of Christ in regard to the 
future life, Christian Science teaches that 
after death we return to the infinite, and 
there is therefore no personal heaven or 
salvation.” 

In conclusion Mr. Herring said: 

‘Christian Science robs man of the very 
fundamentals of Christian faith. . Christ 
came to reveal the fatherhood of God; 
Christian Science vee an indefinite, mys- 
terious, divine principle. Christ came. to 
save man from sin. Christian Science de- 
rades His mission by teaching that there 
S no real sin and therefore no atonement. 
Christ says, ‘Pray and God wil hear and 
answer.’ Christian Science says. God is 
a divine principle, and denies the efficacy 
of prayer, for who can stand before a 
blackboard and pray the principles of 
mathematics to work out the problem? ”

Physicians Say Girl Accused of Steal-

Is Mentally Deranged. 
NORTHAMPTON, Mass., June 9.—Two 


prominent physicians in this sectidn of the 
State had reported that Miss Mabel L. Burt 
of Bridgeton, N. J., a former Smith College 
student, who is under arrest in the county 
jail on the charge of larceny of money, 
watches, and jewelry, to the value of $3,000 


from the students of Smith College, is suf- 


fering from mental derangement and should 
receive treatment. a 
This important development was made 


known to the father of the girl. Dr. Mary 
Brewster, physician at Smith, College, vis- 


ited the girl last night and again to-day, 
and she reported finding her in such a 
condition mentally that she expressed a 
desire that Dr. Hanson, the woman phy- 
sician at the State Insane Asylum, be 
called into the case. 

Dr,.. Hanson, after making a careful exam- 
ination, expressed the opinion that the Burt 
girl is suffering from mental derangement 
and should immediately receive treatment. 
The physician so stated to the girl's fa- 
thér, and that if she were released from 
dail she will not be in a condition to go 

ome, but should be sent to a sanitarium. 

Mr..Burt spoke to-night of the nervous 
and impulsive nature of his daughter, and 
said she could not be in her right mind 
and commit the crime she is accused of. 
He said her life had been an exemplary 
one while at home, she was a bright 
scholar, and was valedictorian of her class 
when she gradgated from the High School. 

ne of the siclans who saw Miss Burt 
to-day expréssed the opinion that her 
nerves had been unstrung to such a degree 
that it .had affected her mind to such an 
extent that she had lost control of her 
actions at times. Experts on insanity have 
been sent for, and if they decide the girl 
is mentally deranged, their statemient will 
be certified to before Judge Bassett of the 
Probate Court, and then submitted to the 
Grand Jury, which meets to-morrow. If 
the jury fails to find an indictment against 
the girl, then the question of bail is not 
likely to be considered,

HAVANA, June 9.—The Conservative 
members of the Constitutional Convention 
are absolutely confident to-night that the 
Platt Amendment will be accepted and 
that several Radicals will join with the 
fifteen delegates who have heretofore 
voted in favor of acceptance. The last few 
days seem to have brought about a decided 


change in the attitude of delegates who 
had been bitterly arraigning the Washing- 
ton Government for rejecting the Convyen- 
tion’s interpretations of the amendment.

DR. W. H. DALY A SUICIDE 


His Report Started the “Embalmed 
Beef” Investigation. 


Supposed to Have Been Temporarily 
Insane from Insomnia When He 
Took His Life in Pittsburg. 


Special to The New York Times. 


PITTSBURG, June 9.—Major W. H. Daly, 
@ Surgeon on the staff of Lieut. Gen. Miles 
in Porto Rico, and who gained National 
prominence in the Spanish war through fil- 
ing a report which started the ‘‘ embalmed 
beef ’’ inquiry, committed suicide at his 
home here to-day by shooting himself in 
the right temple. The body of the doctor 
was found in the bathroom by Miss Mary 
Short, the housekeeper, lying in a pool of 
blood with a thirty-eight calibre revolver 
lying on the floor. Dr. Foster, who was 
summoned, at once found the bullet hole 
in the temple, and announced that death 
had taken place several hours before. Miss 
Short then remembered hearing a sharp 
report at about 7:30 o’clock A. M., but 
thought {t was the quick closing of a win- 
dow by some one. No cause is known for 
Dr. Daly’s deed, unless it be that insomnia 
drove him to temporary insanity. For some 
time past he had been unable to sleep regu- 
larly, and it is thought that after a sleep- 
less night he concluded to end all. 

William Hudson Daly was born seven 
miles east of Blairsville, Indiana County, 
Penn., July 11, 1842, of Scotch-Irish parent- 
age. He received a primary education in 
the public schools of Philadelphia and else- 
where, and then attended a course of lect- 
ures in the Jefferson Medical College, Phil- 
adelphia. This was in 1863-4. In 1865 he en- 
tered the medical department of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, being graduated in the 
Spring of 1866. During the civil war Dr. 
Daly was for a time a medical cadet at the 
Germantown United States Army Hospital 
and an Assistant Surgeon in the White 
Hall, United States Army, and the Savan- 
nah (Ga.) General Hospitals. He was one 
of the medical officers sent to Jacksonville, 
Fla., to receive the final instalment of 
prisoners from Andersonville at the close 
of the war. 

Upon the termination of his service in 
the army Dr. Daly settled in Pittsburg, 
where he practiced his profession. He 
again entered the army when the war with 
Spain began, and became Surgeon upon the 
staff of Gen. Miles. His field service ex- 
tended from Tampa to Porto Rico. 

In the Fall of 1898 Dr. Daly created a 
sensation by submitting to Gen. Miles a 
report to the effect thai the beef furnished 
to the expeditionary forces had been ‘‘ em- 
balmed,’’ or preserved through the use of 
acids. During the investigation which fol- 
lowed Dr. Daly, when called upon to testify, 
said that the report was not called forth 
by any‘order, but was voluntary on his 
part. His attention had been called to the 
matter, he said, by seeing a quarter of 
beef hanging cxposed to the sun at Tampa. 
He marveied at this, and cut off a piece of 
the meat, boiled it, tasted it, 
for several days thereafter. 

The report was the one upon which Gen. 
Miles relied mainly to substantiate his 
charges that the meat was not fit for con- 
fumption. 

Dr. Daly was a member of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association. Medical Soctety 
of the State of Pennsylvania. the Alle- 
Medical Society, of which e was 

ecording Secretary; the Pittsburg” Acad- 
emy of edicine, and the Mott Medical 
Club. For eight years from 1868 he was 
physician to the Reform School of Penn- 
sylvania. In 1869 he .married Athalia, 
daughter of Col. James M. Cooper of Alle- 
ghany City, but he had been 4 widower for 
some months and leaves no immediate 
family. 


WASHINGTON. June 9.~—Lieut. Gen. 
Miles said to-night that he was not sur- 
prised alt the sulcide of Dr. Daly in view 
of the great personal bereavement that 
the doctor had suffered recently, and the 
undermining of his health by a severe at- 
tack of the grip last Winter. Gen. Miles 
esteemed Dr. Daly very highly, and the 
two were intimate friends. His death came 
as a severe blow to the General. Dr. Daly 
was in the city last March when he came 
to be present at the second inauguration 
of President McKinley. If Gen. Miles can 
arrange matters he will attend the funeral 
of his old friend. 

Surgeon Daly was on the staff of the 
commanding General during the Spanish- 
American war, and Gen. Miles testified to- 
night to the thoroughness with which he 
performed his duties in attending to the 
wants of the sick, caring for the wounded, 
and establishing hospitals. 


FIVE DEAD IN VESTAL WRECK. 


Both Trains Destroyed by Explosion of 
Car of Dynamite After Crash at 


Water Tank. 

BINGHAMTON, N. Y., June 9.—Rescuers 
and wrecking crews worked until after- 
noon to-day at Vestal, ten miles west of 
here, where an explosion of dynamite in 
a Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
freight car wrecked two colliding trains, 
killed five trainmen, and injured several 
others. Late this afternoon parts of the 
last body to be accounted for were found 
a quarter of a mile away from the scene of 
the explosion. 

A corrected list of the killed and injured 
shows: Killed—John P. Kelly, head brake- 


man of the wildcat train; E. R. Polhamus, 
conductor of Train 61; Elmer Polhamus, 
trainman of Train 61; John Coulter, fire- 
man first locomotive of the wildcat freight, 
and Fred Witherby, fireman second loco- 
motive of wildcat freight. 

eae at aaa Polhamus, flagman of 
Train 61, badly jarred, left hand torn off; 
John Lonergan, engineer of second loco- 
motive of wildcat, slightly injured, jumped 
and escaped; George Motthias, engineer of 
tirst locomotive of wildcat, slightly in- 
jured; Charles Miller, Martin Kelly, M. 
Harrison, trainmen on the wildcat, slightly 
injured, and William Meddick, head flag- 
man on Train 61, slightly hurt. 

The dynamite was in a car of freight 
train No. 61, which was taking water when 
a double-header wildcat freight train 
crashed into the stationary train. The 
impact exploded the dynamite, and both 
trains were wrecked, and pieces of the loco- 
motives of the wildcat train were found 
to-day half a mile distant. . The tracks 
were bldgked until after midday. Aside 
from the damage to railroad property, much 
minor damage is reported. Nearly every 
house in the villages of Vestal and Union, 
which is across the Susquehanna from 
the wreck, lost more or less of its window 
glass, while houses and barns near the 
scene were badly shattered. None of the 
inmates, however, was injured. 


ELMIRA, N. Y., June 9.—The bodies of 
the Elmira_ railroad men Killed in the 
wreck at Vestal were brought here to- 
night. John Lonergan, ene of the engi- 
neers of the wildcat train, says he noticed 
the train ahead and thought it was mov- 
ing. The air to-the brakes had to be ap- 
lied from the head locomotive, but when 
his was done Lonergan, who was on the 
second locomot've, seeing that it was too 
late to avold a coilision, jumped from his 
engine and landed in a pool of water in a 
ditch at the foot of the embankment. A 
sgcond later he saw a flash, which was 
followed by a terrific report, and for a 
time he lay partly stunned. As soon as 
he sufficiently recovered he assisted in the 
work of rescue, until, overcome by weak- 
ness, he collapsed and was taken to the 
Birghamton ospital. One of his shoes 
was torn from his foot and a nail from 
the shoe driven into the foot. He was 
deaf for a tine, and examination disclosed 
that one of his ear drums had been broken,

Capt. Wilhelm and Lieut. Springer Die 
Near Lipa-~Lieuts. Lee and 
Ramsay Wounded. 


MANILA, June 10.—In a battle with the 
insurgents at Lipa, Province of Batangas, 
Lieut. Anton Springer, of the Twenty-first 
Infantry, was killed, and Capt. William H. 
Wilhelm, of the same regiment, Lieut. 
Fitzhugh Lee, Jr., and: Lieut. Charles R. 
Ramsay and five enlisted men were wound- 
ed. 


Lieut. Springer was graduated from West 
Point in 1895, and in June of that year was 
appointed Second Lieutenant of the Twen- 
ty-first Infantry. He attained his present 
rank Aug. 6, 1808. He was a native of 
France and was appointed to the Military 
Academy from New York. 

Capt. Wilhelm was born in Pennsylvania 
and appointed from that State to the Mili- 
tary Academy in 1884. Upon his graduation 
in 1888 he became a Second Lieutenant of 
the Tenth Infantry. He became a First 
Lieutenant July 31, 1895, and reached the 
rank of Captain March 31, 1899. 

Lieut. Lee of Virginia entered the regu- 
lar army as a Second Lieutenant of the 
Twenty-first Infantry Sept. 9, 1898, having 
previously served in the volunteer army 
during the war with Spain. 

Lieut. Ramsay of Maryland was ap- 
pointed Second Lieutenant of the Twenty- 
first Infantry July 9, 1898, after having 
served in the Spanish war as a member 
of the Fifth Maryland Infantry. He be- 
came a First Lieutenant Sept. 16, 1899.

TASTE FOR GOOD READING. 


Director Dewey of State Library on 
the Problem of Development. 
Special te The New York Times. 
ALBANY, June 9.—In his annual report 
to the Regents of the State University 
Director of the State Library Dewey 
states that the expenditures for the year 
for home education, including public 
libraries, traveling libraries and collec- 
tions, study clubs and extension teaching, 
were $56,533, being an increase of $6,553 
over 1899. The receipts from fees were 
$2,601. Regarding the distribution of the 
university’s publications Mr. Dewey says: 
‘‘Hereafter we propose to send to each 
registered library by express twice each 
year such of our publications as they will 
permanently preserve for public reference, 
and our Inspector on each visit will look 
to see that the set is thus available. Send- 
ing our various bulletins by mail as each 
number is issued involves an expense too 
large for our limited funds, and we pro- 
pose to discontinue mailing these, except 
on special request from libraries feeling 

the need of early copies. 

“It is generally understood that a taste 
for good pictures is a matter of slow de- 
velopment,” ‘says Mr. Dewey. “‘ The .cheap, 
gaudy chromo on the walls of the settler’s 
cabin is often a pioneer. People learn to 
like good pictures, and develop their taste 
by comparing and recognizing that one is 
etter than another. No progress is made 
till there is something to compare. So in 
reading. One who reads nothing has no 
basis for any preference. Some have been 


so much impressed by this fact that they 
are willing to let children or adults read 
dime novels or ‘ yellow’ journals, if neces- 
sary, to get the reading habit started. A 
foothold once gained, progress toward bet- 
ter things may begin. Some eminent Ibra- 
rians have gone so far as to advocate 
furnishing what most of us call trash for 
ground bait in order to attract those who 
they think would not rise to rs 
higher. We have never encoura this 
extreme view, but have felt that the 
library should offer the best that the 
reader was ready for. Many readers find 
their way to the best books only through 
reading and outgrowing the /poorer; the 
problem before the public library is to de- 
cide at what point in this process of growth 
its work should begin."

MR. PLATT RIDICULES 
A FUSION STORY 


Scoffs at Reported Combination of 
Politicians Against Tammany. 


Ex-Sheriff James O’Brien Finds Fault 
with Representation Accorded 
Him in the Conference. 


Senator Thomas C. Platt yesterday treat- 
ed with derision the story that he has en- 
tered into a combination with the practical 
politicians on the anti-Tammany Confer- 
ence Committees to force the nomination 
of John D. Crimmins as the union candi- 
= for Mayor at the approaching elec- 
tion. ; 


“The matter is not worthy of serious at- 
tention,” he said yesterday when interro- 
gated concerning it. ‘I will have nothing 
to say about it,” he added. 

The report as circulated is to the effect 
that Senator Platt’s henchmen, acting in 
his interest, have formed a combination 
with the Kings County Republican Com- 
mittee, the representatives of the Repub- 
lican machine in Queens and Richmond 
Counties, the German-American Repub- 
lican County Committee, the Sheehan De- 
mocracy in Manhattan, and the Coffey 
Democracy in. Brooklyn, which will give 
him a good working majority in the body 
of sixty-four delegates comprising the anti- 
Tammany conference organization. 

In support of the story it is pointed out 
that the only so-called anti-Platt member 
from the New York Republican County 
Committee, Capt. F. Norton Goddard, has 
frequently expressed himself in favor of 
the nomination of Mr. Crimmins, and that 
the Brookfield faction (the Republican or- 
ganizatién of the City of New York) was 
denied representation at the conferences. 

A close personal and political friend of 
Mr. Platt said to a Times reporter last 
night: 

“What foundation is there for reports of 
a combination in favor of Crimmins? None 


save the imagination of some persons who 
can never see any good in Senator Platt. 
To them the Senator always appears with 
horns and a cloven hoof. 

“Tt is utter nonsense to talk of candi- 
dates in June. That sort of discussion 
should be postponed until ‘dog days’ are 
vassed. As a matter of fact, Senator Platt 

as never declared in favor of John D. 
Crimmins or any other one man. He has 
said he favored the nomination of a man 
of the John .D. Crimmins type. But that 
does not necessarily mean John D. Crim- 
mins. 

“I believe, and the large majority of the 
voting public will soon share the belief, 
that Senator Platt is sincere in his ex- 
pressed wishes to bring about the over- 
throw of Tammany Hall and will faithfully 
work to secure that result.’’ 

Senator Platt was quoted in THE NEw 
YorK Times last Summer as saying that 
ex-Mayor Schieren of Brooklyn would prove 
acceptable as Mayoralty timber in 1901. 
Some of the Senator's friends say he is still 
looking in that direction, and would strong- 
ly advise the selection of one or the other. 
if Controller Bird §. Coler is turned down 


by Tammany Hall. 
Mr. Crimmins refused to discuss the mat- 


er. 

Abraham Gruber expressed the opinion 
that an independent Republican could get 
more votes against a Tammany candidate 


than any independent Democrat who had 
left Tammany, because he could not keep 


his feet in the trough all the time. 

Frank H. Platt remarked that the very 
large majority _ of Germans did not share 
the views of Herman Ridder. He believed 
an acceptable candidate would be found. 
He laughed at the idea of a combination 
ef practical politicians. 

Ex-Sheriff James O’Brien, leader of the 
City Democracy, had nothing to say about 
Mr. Crimmins, but he did find fault 
that his organization, which is organized 
in twenty-five of the Assembly districis 
of the county, was only accorded two rep- 
resentatives in the conferences. Mr. O’Brien 
has no great love for John C. Sheehan, 
leader of the Greater New York Democ- 
racy, which organization has eight mem- 
bers in the conference aggregation. 


TALKS OF A THIRD TERM. 


Gen. Grosvenor Thinks Mr.. McKinley 
Should Run Again—Says Unwritten 


Law Against It Is “ Fiction.” 

CINCINNATI, June 9.—‘‘ There has been 
no time in our history when conditions 
would so justify the election of a Presi- 
dent to a third term as in the case of Mc- 
Kinley,” is the contention of Congressman 
Grosvenor of Ohio. 

** McKinley is personally the most popular 
President we have had in a long time,” he 
continued, ‘‘and he has certainly most 
creditably performed the duties of his high 
office. I think it is time, furthermore, to 
demolish the fiction that there is an un- 
written law, established by Washington, 
that no President of the United States may 
accept a third term. 

“The facts are, as any student of the 
times may discover, that it was ‘fear of de- 
feat which impelled Washington to decline 
a third nomination. Being a Federalist, he 
was the object of very violent attacks on 
the part of the Democrats of his day, and 
recognizing the growing strength of his op- 
ponents he doubted, as I believe, his ability 
to again secure an election if he should 
run.”’ 


POWER OF CATHOLICISM. 


Mgr. Conaty Says It Will Stand Between 
the Republic and Disruption. 

WASHINGTON, June 9.—Cardinal Mar- 
tinelli this afternoon laid the cornerstone of 
the new Church of the Sacred Heart, at the 
corner of Fourteenth Street and Whitney 
Avenue, in the suburbs of this city. A large 
crowd was present. The sermo was 
preached by Mgr. Conaty, the rector ¥f the 
Catholic University. A significant portion 
of his address was the following: 

‘*We are living in an age when men are 
reckoned not as men made in the image of 
Christ, but as producers of wealth. Money 
is the thought that holds sway, and many 
seem to forget the beautiful doctrine of 
brotherly love preached by Christ, who 
died on the cross for the redeniption of 
men. If the shock ever comes to our Re- 

ublic, if turmoil and disturbance should 
hreaten our beloved land of liberty, it 
will be found that the teachings of the 
Roman Catholic Church, and the gospel she 
has ever preached,, will be the great bul- 
wark against anarchy, corruption, and 
treason. While millions of our citizens like 
those who are here to-day ,believe in her 
teachings there is no fear for the Re- 
public.’’

PRESIDENT PATTON ON 
NEW CENTURY PROBLEMS 


Speaks to Students in Baccalau- 
reate Sermon at Princeton. 


With the United States a World Power, 
Splendid Careers, He Says, Are 
Open for Young Men. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PRINCETON, N. J., June 9.—To-day was 
Baccalaureate Sunday of the one hundred 
and fifty-fourth commencement of Prince- 
ton University. President Patton preached 
the annual sermon to the members of the 
graduating class, Alexander Hall being 
crowded with the seniors and their guests. 
The Trustees and Faculty members occu- 
pied the rostrum. 

Dr. Patton read as his temt I. Samuel, 
8, 16. ‘And He will take your goodliest 
young men and put. them to work,’ from 
which he outlined the problems, religions, 
social, political, and commercial, which 
confront the twentieth. century, and ex- 
horted the seniors as university-bred men 
to apply themselves, to their solution. 

He said in pt: 

*““We have come into the place of other 
nations, stepped into their steps so rapidly 
and formed a place among the great pow- 
ers of the world, so that whatever interests 
the other nations interests us. We say 
to ourselves that by this new policy splen- 
did careers are opened for our young men; 
service of their country in the army, as 
diplomatists, as administratists, as school 
teachers, service of one form and another, 
and this, too, adds new interest to the 
questions emerging in the sphere of politi- 
cal life, 

‘But there {s a moral issue involved. We 
ask ourselves as we see the nations armed 
to the teeth and making war upon weaker 
nations, whether we are living in the twen- 
tieth century of the Christian era. We 
see that the nations foremost as the serv- 
ants of the Prince of Peace are not study- 
ing the things that make for peace nor the 
things wherewith they should edify one 

. another, but are studying the things that 
make for war and the means by which 
they may destroy one another. 

“We rather pride ourselves upon the 
skill with which we are able to dispatch 
men, and the exploits of the soldier on the 
field are told with a flippancy which would 
indicate among Christian people that the 
killing of another human being is the sim- 
ple pastime of the soldier. The great ex- 
ponent of peace at this moment is the 
Czar of all Russia. We thought Russia 
was away behind the times, bringing up 
the rear in the world of civilization. 

““We would like to have these difficu!- 
ties settled. We would like to feel that 
the march of civilization is in harmony 
with the great law of right; that there is 
a fundamental, re principle that 
controls every step we take. We are not 
satisfied with the principles that seem, to 
govern. We are not satisfied even when 
the Supreme Court of the United States, 
having the largest jurisdiction of any court 
in the world, settles the great question of 
insular relationships to the Constitution. 
It is not that they decided it this way or 
that way, but because they seem to look 
as though they had decided it both ways. 

“There is difficulty of a fundamental 
moral kind, in regard to the question as 
to whether the law of God that controls 
individual life can control National life as 
well. And the question is whether you can 
justify a good end brought about by a 
wrong means. The great Kingdom of 
Great Britain invariably does justice when 
she has once established her rule, but how 
much ruin and cruelty and injustice is done 
just to get her flag to fly there. Just as 
there are so many people who are very 
benevolent in the dispensation of wealth, 
but so egregiously selfish in the accumula- 
tion of it. ° 

** We see the men of leisure giving them- 
selves over to pleasure, devoting their 
minds very largely to the invention of new 
avenues of enjoyment.’ To a very large 
extent they are indifferent to the poverty 
and crime that surround them. But there 
is another side of the picture. It is un- 
doubtedly true that the world to-day—and 
justly—stands amazed at the colossal be- 
nevolence that is exhibited In this land. 
When Mr. Rockefeller founded his uni- 
versity on this side and Mr. Carnegie 
gives $10,000,000 to endow the four univer- 
sities of his native land on the other side, 
the world may well express not only its 
amazement, but its pleasure, and I speak 
the more confidently in praise of Mr. Car- 
negie's gift to the Scotch universities now 
that we know that the original report as 
to the way it is to be used has been con- 
tradicted. 

“TI, for one, am very glad that the great 
lesson of this century, as of the closing 
years of the last century. as to how a man 
ought to perform the duties of stewardship 
and fulfill the great law of love has gone 
over to the Old World from this country.” 


DR. RAINSFORD AT COLUMBIA. 


Rector of St. George’s Took “Faith” 
as Subject of Baccalaureate 


Sermon. 


The baccalaureate sermon to the graduat- 
ing class of Columbia University was de- 
livered yesterday afternoon in the Colum- 
bia Gymnasium by the Rev. Dr. William 
S. Rainsford, rector of St. George's Epis- 
copal Church. The ceremonies were opened 
by a prelude and a hymn by the choir 
of St. Bartholomew’s, ‘assisted by several 
members of the old choir of St. Thomas's 
and accompanied by an orchestra of seven 
brass instruments. 

Dr. Rainsford took as his text St. Mark, 
ix., 22-23: ‘If thou canst do anything, 
nave compassion on us and help us.’ 
¢ ‘sus said unto him, ‘If thou canst be- 
lieve, all things are possible to him that 
believeth.’ ” He said in part: 

‘You, members of the graduating class 
of Columbia, have left forever, as you 
think,ethe examination room, but you are 
erly entering the larger examination hall 
of life. When you léave the competition of 
bocks and study, you are entering upon a 
fiercer test of competition. For competi- 
tion rules everywhere, in the air and sky— 
yes, far aloft in the ether, in the dark 
esrth beneath our feet, in the sunless 
gulfs of the sea. By competition we are 
what we are. By competition, please God, 
our children shall be better than we. God's 
press competitive examination board is ever 
n session, and through it our Nation has 
been lately passing as you well know, for 
what, after all, is war but the competitive 
examination of nations? 

“There is no such thing as hereditary 
goodness. Men are like tops often. The 
top spins a long time after the string that 
spun it is withdrawn, put in time it totters 
to a fall. 

“Creeds are necessary, dogmas in their 

lace essential. The merchant has a creed 

n his pffice; the scientist one in his lab- 
oratory, and the soldier who charges and 
dies at San Juan Hill or amid the kopjes 
ot Natal does so because he accepts and 
obeys the soldier’s creed.” 


UNIVERSITY OF PENNSYLVANIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 9.—Baccalaureate 
services af the classes of 1001, University 
of Pennsylvania, in the Protestant Episco 
pal Church of the Holy Trinity, to-day for- 
mally inaugurated the observance of com- 
mencement week. The Rey. Dr. William 
R. Huntington, rector of Grace Church, 
New York, pre:.ched the university sermon, 
taking tor his text the sayings of St-Paul 
where he emphasizes his citizenship in 
Tarsus, in Rome, and in the Heavenly 
Kingdom. 

In speaking directiy to the graduating 
classes Dr. untington said that one of 
the greatest needs of the times is more 
young men who will take themselves se- 
riously. 

“Our trouble is,” he said, “not that men 
are taking themseives too seriously, but 
that they are not taking themselves half 
seriously enough. Let others laugh as 
they may, take yourselves seriously, young 
men, and in tnis serious world play a se- 


rious part.” . 
AT VASSAR COLLEGE.

SYRACUSE UNIVERSITY. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., June 9.—Chancellor 
James R. Day preached the baccalaureate 
sermon before the one hundred and sixty- 
two members of the graduating class of 
Syracuse University in the hall of John 
Crouse College this morning on the sub- 
ject “The Educational Ideal.” The one 
thing that modern education seems in dan- 
ger of missing, the speaker said, is the 
Godlike man. The peril of society is ani- 
mal impulse and folly, in which culture 
and learning are a modicum. The powers 
and training for the activities of to-day 
must be as unusual as the world’s enter- 
prises themselves. The preacher urged the 
graduates to be genuine. It is the only 
safe material to put into manhood, he said. 
One of the blunders of the age is the pas- 
sion of young men to secure sitions in 
advance of their talent and training. It is 
a big man who can do a big thing easily. 
A premium is to. be placed on manhood 
during the coming generation. 


Union University. 

SCHENECTADY, N, Y., June 9.—The 
baccalaureate sermon to the graduating 
class of Union University was delivered 
this evening in the First Presbyterian 
Church by the Rev. Dr. A. V. V. Raymond, 
D. D., LL. D., President of the University. 
The commencement exercises will be con- 
tinued to-morrow and Tuesday evening will 
conclude with the Chancellor’s address by 
Chief Judge Alton B. Parker of the Court 
of Appeals. 


THREE WOMEN IN A RUNAWAY. 


Team Took Fright in Central Park— 


Policeman Praised for His Rescue.

ARRESTED IN CALIFORNIA. 


Edgar Geierhafer, Said to be Wanted 
Here for Stealing $10,000, in Custody. 


Detective Sergt. Pfailer, who was in 
charge of the Detective Bureau at Police 


Headquarters last night, said that word 
had been received in this city of the arrest 
on Saturday last in San Rafael, Cal., of 
Edgar Geierhafey, who is wanted in this 
city for the larceny of $10,000,

CHAMBERY, France, June 9.—Constan- 
tine Scannell, said to be an American, was 
robbed while asleep by three fellow-travel- 
ers on a train between Modane and St. 
Michel. Identifying the thieves at Saint- 
Jean-de-Maurienne, he pursued them across 
the country, and it is reported that they 
jumped into the River Aro, where all were 
drowned. 


Wisconsin Bank Recovers Stolen Gold. 

MINERAL POINT, Wis., June 9.—Thir- 
teen thousand dollars more of the gold coin 
stolen from the First National Bank of this 
place on May 24 has been recovered. It was 
found in the vault of an outhouse of the 
City Hotel, about a block from the looted 
bank, at which the prisoner, Steward Jel- 
leff, boarded. It is believed that the de- 
tectives obtained information as to the hid- 
ing place of the coin from the prisoner. 
This find, and the $8,000 previously recov- 
ered, comprises all the gold missing from 
the bank. The balance, $5,800, is in cur- 
rency, and the detectives hope to recover it 
later. 


HID HUNDREDS OF LETTERS.

NEWARK, N. J., June 9.—Walter S§. 
Knight, a court stenographer and lawyer, 
is anxious to find Barrick Dare, a boy 
who worked in his office.

Robert Fulford, a preeperous Chicago con- 
tractor, last night killed his mother-in-law, 
Mrs. Jennie McCord, and then blew out his 
brains. The tragedy occurred on the Me- 
Cord farm, at Uderton, near here. The 
victims were first cousins. 

Fulford married Gertie McCord seven 
years ago, his first wife having secured a 
divorce from him. Three weeks ago Ful- 
ford and his wife had a dispute, and she 
returned to her parents. Fulford followed 
Saturday. He drove to the McCord farm 
and demanded that Mrs. McCord, who was 
milking in the yard, tell him where his 
wife was. She refused and he fired four 
shots from -a revolver into her body, kiil- 
ing her nee, He then turned the 
weapon on himself, blowing out his brains.

IN FOREIGN LANDS. | 

A Great Russian RalnpwaY ScanDAu Im- 
MINENT.—The Russian Minister of Public 
Works and Railways, Prince Hilkoff, has 
just returned to St. Petersburg after mak- 
ing a most thorough inspection of the 
Trans-Siberian Raflway. He was accom- 
panied by a large *orps of experts, togeth- 
er with representatives of the Ministries of 
Interior and Finance. Several months ago 
rumors emanated from Odessa to the effect 
that the Trans-Siberian Road, as then con- 
structed, was very nearly a failure as far 
as heavy and rapid transportation were con- 
cerned; that the roadbeds were ill-con- 
structed, the bridges fragile, the rails of 
poor material, and that while obsolete lo- 
comotives could with safety make only a 
few miles per day over the line, the heavy 
American locomotives recently put in oper- 
ation either annihilated the roadbed or re- 
mained as fixtures unable to proceed. Semi- 
official responses to these rumors were 
soon forthcoming, and it was said that the 
Government’ had simply built the present 
road as a temporary convenience, and that 
as soon as the line — be completed 
sarougnent its entire length, it would be re- 
placed by stronger and in every way per- 
manent structures. 

It is now reported in St. Petersburg that 
Minister Hilkoff’s investigation has_re- 
vealed a prodigious steal of which the Gov- 
ernment has been made the victim. It may 
be recalled that the Trans-Siberian Line is 
eT a Government  project—con- 
structed by Government capital disbursed 
By Government officials—after the general 
plans made and approved by the Minis- 
tries of Public Works and {lways, In- 
terior, and Finance. It is now charged 
that these plans are far from having been 
carried out, although the vouchers for the 
work done, in amount and quality, and 
for the material used tell a different story. 
It is alleged that for every piece of work 
performed, fur every piece of material 
purchased, including the rolling stoek, two 
sets of bills were receipted, one represent- 
ing the amounts actually paid out by the 
Government, the other representing the 
smaller amounts actuelly received by the 
contractors for work or material furnished, 
the intermediary officials pocketing the 
difference. 

It is reported that the glaring dtshonesty 
of certain officials has been carried to suc 
lengths that in many places raised portions 
of the line stipulated by the plans to have 
a minimum width at the top of 16 feet have 
been laid with a width of barely 11 feet. A 
similar state of affairs is said to exist in 
other departments of consfruction, materi- 
al, and operation. Millions of rubles are be- 
lieved to have found a destination other 
than that intended by the Government pro- 
moters of the-colossal undertaking. When 
once the Government moves against its 
plunderers, it is expected that a condition 
of things will be uncovered similar to that 
revealed a year ago through the army and 
navy supply scandals at Odessa and Sebas- 
topol, as a result of which several Rus- 
sian officers of high rank are now serving 
time in the conyict settlements of Siberia.

RECENT RuUSSIAN ACTION IN FINLAND.— 
The tranquillity which followed the rejec- 
tion of the Finnish Army bill by the Rus- 
sian Imperial Council has been rudely dis- 
turbed by an act of the Governor of Hel- 
singfors, the capital of Finland. It seems 
that Countess Charles Mannerheim, the 
wife of a member of one of the oldest titled 
families in Finland, and a lady well known 
in London society, has been in the habit, 
for some years past, of giving concerts for 
charitable purposes in Helsingfors. Re- 
cently one of these concerts was announced. 
The proceeds’ were to be given to the edu- 
cational fund. The only Finnish paper 
which had until then survived the Russifi- 
cation measures made the announcement, 
and was promptly suspended. On the night 
of the concert the police closed the doors 


of the hall, but the audience which had 
provided for this contingency, adjourned to 
the Societets Hus, a private club, the mem- 
bers of which are among the notabilities of 
the capital. 

The concert had begun there when the 
Governor, attended by his staff and the 
Prefect of Police, ordered the assembly to 
disperse. No one stirred, the building being 
a private one. Thereupo.1 the Governor or- 
dered the police to clear the place. This 
the police refused to do. The Prefect threw 
his sash at the Governor and joined the 
audience, then the sub-Prefect, who was 
also a Finn, was ordered to clear the 
place udder pain of instant dismissal. As 
this failed to produce the desired effect 
the Governor declared that, unless the au- 
dience instantly dispersed, he would order 
a company of Cossacks to ride through 
the place. In these circumstances the au- 
dience at length withdrew, Countess Man- 
nerheim being among the last to retire. 
So far this is the first conflict between 
the Finnish upper class and the Russian 
Government, the coercive measures of the 
latter having hitherto been directed toward 
the peasantry and the bourgeoisie. 

*,* 

EFFECT OF PROTECTION IN SWEDEN.—The 
British Consul in Stockholm has just made 
an elaborate report to his Government con- 
cerning the effect of protection in Sweden 
on the national industries and comfort. 
The powers of consumption of the country 
are said to be diminishing in many ways. 
In the foreign markets, on account of 
protection affecting the import of raw 
materials, and from the fact of the ex- 


tremely high price of the necessaries of 
life and the consequent increase in wages 
and salaries, Swedish industry has not been 
able to put forth anything like its full 
powers. 

The report further states that numbers of 
workmen are out of employment, and orders 
are not as numerous as they were a year 
ago. The customs restrictions are oppressive 
in many respects, and they operate ,indi- 
rectly to hinder manufactures and réduce 
exports. Duties on agricultural products 
have made agriculture a costly luxury, 
and, continues the report, ‘‘ after thirteen 
years protection causes the trade balance 
of the country the yearly loss of many 
million kroner, while at the time when free 
trade ended in 1887 it yielded a surplus of 
£1,000,000,"" 

In contrast to this, it is shown that Den- 
mark sends to Great Britain alone butter, 
bacon, and eggs to the,value of over £11,- 
000,000. The cost of.living in Sweden has 
increased enormously; an_ investigation 
made into the matter recently by order of 
the Minister .of Finance showed an in- 
crease in the cost of the necessaries of life 
by an average of about 30 per cent. since 
1878. The natural wealth is said to have 

one up from £77 12s. per head in 1885 to 
197 7s. in 1899. Rye, from whieh the ordi- 
nary bread is made, has increased but 
slightly, put the consumption of wheat 
has doubled; more coffee also is consumed, 
and very much.more sugar. Rents in 
Stockholm have advance in ten years near- 
ly 20 per cent. 


NEW PROVINCE IN LUZON. 


Civil Government Extended to Nueva

MANILA, June 9.—The ‘Philippine Com- 
mission returned to Manila to-day from 
the Province of Nueva Ecija, Luzon, hav- 
ing organized provincial government at San 
Isidro, capital of the province, with Capt. 

Kreps of the Twenty-second In- 
fantry as Governor, Lieut. RicharqgC. Day 


of the Thirty-fourth Volunteer Infantry as 
Treasurer, and Lieut. De Witt C. Lyles of 
the same regiment as Supervisor.

Encouraging Reports from Sick 
Room in the White House. 


President’s Wife Will Be Taken to Can- 
ton Home Should the Improvement 
in Her Cofdition Continue. 


WASHINGTON, June 9.—The slight im- 
provement in Mrs. McKinley’s health which 
manifested itself the latter part of last 
week continues, and the reports from the 
sick room up to a late hour to-night were 
decidedly encouraging. Dr. Rixey ap- 
peared well satisfied with the patient’s 
condition. Mrs. McKinley sat up for a few 
minutes to-day. It was the second time 
she has been able to do so since returning 
to Washington. 

Surgeon General Sternberg remained lon- 
ger than usual this evening. When he left 
to-night he said: ‘Mrs. McKinley is do- 
ing very well now. There are no new de- 
velopments.” 

The usual consultation of the physicians 
was held this Morning and at its close the 
following bulletin was issued: 


11:15 A, M. Mrs. McKinley’s physicians re- 
port that she passed a very comfortable night 
and continues to improve. 


The fact that Mrs. McKinley has more 
than held her own and that no unfavorable 
turn has occurred is considered in every 
Way encouraging, but as this result is due 
partly to the constant use of powerful med- 
icines, the physicians fear the effect of re- 
ducing the stimulants, and likewise have to 
cope with the effect on the patient’s sys- 
tem of the constant administration of the 
only means of prolonging her life and mak- 
ing ultimate recovery at least a possibility. 
These stimulants and the complaint from 
which Mrs. McKinley suffered in California, 
which is now ynder better control, have so 
weakened her powers of resistance that 
apprehension is ever present of a sinking 
spell from which she cannot rally. 

Dr, Rixey regularly makes three visits 
each day, one.in the morning, when there is 
a consultation of physicians, another in the 
afternoon, and a third in the evening. He 
cafled this afternoon aboyt 3 o'clock, and, 
finding Mrs. McKinley comfortable and 
progressing as well as could be expected, he 
and the President went out for a drive 
lasting more than an hour and a half, both 
going to the sick room at once upon return- 
ing.

OLD MAN LOST MANY TIMES. 
Rathbone’s Money and His Memory 


Have a Way of Slipping from Him. 


Perhaps the happiest man in Brooklyn 
yesterday was Detective Keelan of the 
Adams Street Police Station. For three 
days he had.one Augustus Rathbone, an 
innocent from San José, Cal., on his hands, 
but yesterday was relieved of the care of 
him. 

Mr. Rathbone came out of the Far West 
last Thursday. He is seventy-eight years 
old, and has money, some of which he 
forgets where he leaves. Rathbone is a 
native of Rhode Island, but went West 
about half a century ago and made “his 
pile’ running a general store and farm- 
ing. Recently he sold out and came East 
to visit his old home in Providence, He 
had planned to take a look at New York 
on his way to Rhode Island, and that led 
to trouble, 

The old gentleman crossed from the Jer- 
sey side on a ferryboat, but doesn’t know 
just where he landed in this city. At the 
ferryhouse a cabman spotted him and 
swooped down upon him, as a hawk-,upon 
its prey, and bundled him into the cab. 

“Yer lookin’ fer er hotel, ain’t yer?” 
said the cabby. stounting the box, “‘ Weil, 
yer’ll be there in er minit.” 

The scabman drove the old man around 
a few blocks, put him out somewhere, 
collected double fare, and then left him. 
It was the first time that Rathbone had 
been {in New York in more than fifty 
years, and he found some slight changes 
in the place. In less than eighteen minutes 
he was hopeleaply lost. 

Friday night he appeared in the Adams 
Street Police Station, in Brooklyn, and 
told a tale of woe. He had put up on 
Thursday at a Raine’s law hotel some- 
where, leaving his gold watch and $25 in 
cash in the care of the proprietor. The 
next morning, he said, the hotel people 
refused to give him his property back. He 
went out to look for a policeman, and 
promptly lost track of’ the hotel. 

The gs man had a draft on a California 
bank {n his pockets. The Sergeant turned 
him ove? to the care of Dttective Keelan, 
and the latter secured him lodgings. The 
detective had a hard time of it hunting for 
the hotel at which Rathbone had stopped, 
and at the same time keeping an eye on 
the aged Californian to prevent him from 
wandering off and getting lost again. The 
old man theught the hotel he had stopped 
at~was on the other side of the river, but 
this did not prove to be the case. Yester- 
day afternoon Keelan found the hotel he 
was hunting for, on Atlantic Avenue, near 
South Ferry, in Brooklyn. 

The proprietor turned the old man’s 
watch and money over to the detective 
with an explanation. He said that Rath- 
bone got up when the bartender took down 
the shutters in the morning and asked: for 
his valuables. The bartender told him he 
would have to wait until the proprietor 
came down, as he could not open the safe. 
Rathbone thought from this that an at- 
tempt was being made to keep his watch 
and money from him, and went out to 
“have the law on ’em.”

A stranger accosted him as he 
reached the sidewalk, and pleaded to share 
his berth. Johnson gave him 50 cents to 


purehase whisky, and agreed to share his

The two went after a bundle which the 
stranger had left under a fence, and then 
the latter asked him to wait until he had 
paid another visit to his boarding house. 
Johnson agreed, and the fellow disap- 
peared. Unwilling to await his return 
Johnson said he had taken the. bundle, be- 
lieving the stranger would follow him to 
his room. On his way Officer Quinn met 
him, and he was arrested. 

Lawyer Klenert brought out during the 
trial that the burglar had sawed his way 
through a side wall and removed plaster 
and wall. Nevertheless Johnson showed 
“no sign of the plaster on his clothing.

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TAMMANY POLITICIANS 
DENOUNCED BY LABOR 


Central Federated Union Discusses 
Eight-Hour Law Violations. 


Refused Privilege of Employing Special 
Counsel—The Tunnel Strike 
Settlement. 


It was an anti-Tammany day at yesterday's 

meeting of the Central Federated Union. 
Tammany politiclans were denounced right 
and left, and a few Tammany men who 
tried to speak a word favor of Tam- 
many Hall were borne down by the tide of 
denunciation. 

The subject came up on a report by Will- 
fam J. O’Brien, Chairman of the Law and 
Legislation Committee of the central body, 
regarding the holding up of the money on 
a city contract of Eugene Lentilhon at the 
old Bryant Park reservoir, Forty-second 
Street and Fifth Avenue, on the ground 
that the workers were employed more than 
eight hours a day. O’Brien said that when 
Controller Coler learned that the eight- 
hour law was being violated on this con- 
tract he refused to pay any of the contract 
money until the eight-hour law was lived 
up to. 

“Then,” continued O’Brien, ‘“‘the con- 
tractor took the case to the Supreme Court, 
which decided against him, and now he 
will take the case to a higher court. It is 
our business to follow the matter up. When 
the prevailing rate of wages law was being 
tested we were refused the right by the 
Tammany officials of hiring an outside 
lawyer to represent labor. We have a prece- 
dent in the Molineux case where the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office has engaged ex- 
Senator David B. Hill to assist its staff on 
appeal.” 

“ Nearly all the contractors are backed by 
Tammany Hall, so what can the workmen 
expect?’”’ said a delegate. 

Other delegates said that the hand of 
Tammany could be seen in every blow that 
labor received in the city. Delegate Green 
of the Rock Drillers and Too] Sharpeners’ 


Union specified several contractors who he 
said were enemies of labor, and said that 
many of the contractors for the city wére 
backed by Tammany politicians. 

According to Green, some of the Tam- 
many contractors who paid their men by 
the month gave their employes checks for 
certain amounts if they needed the money 
before the month was out, and these checks 
were discounted in stores run by the con- 
tractors. Other statements of the same 
kind were made, and the whole blame was 
laid on Tammany Hall. 

O’Brien declared that labof would have 
prenty on its hands in trying to keep the

ARMY PRISONERS ESCAPE. 


Two Deserters Improvise a Raft and 
Are Later Picked Up by a Tugboat. 


Some time between 2 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon and 7 o'clock last evening two 
United States Army prisoners who were 
serving sentences in Castle Williams, on 
Governors Island, for desertion, escaped. 
They embarked upon an improvised raft 
and drifted away from the island on the 
strong flood time in Buttermilk Channel. 

It has been learned by the army officials 
that the men were picked up by a tugboat 
and landed in New York. A detail of six 
men, in charge of a Corporal, were scouring 
the lower part of the city all last night 
looking for the esaped deserters. 

The prisoners were Harry McGuire, who 
was serving a term of eighteen months for 
desertion, and John Winship. who. was 
serving a term of two years for the same 
offense. It ig understood that 
deserted from a military post in 
The men belonged to the class known 
parole prisoners and as such were mem- 
bers of the ‘‘ash-cart gang,’ a squad of 
about twenty ‘trusty’ prisoners who 
gathered ashes and refuse from the bar- 
racks and carted it away. 

The absence of the men was discovered at 
rolicall, which took place at 6:45 o'clock 
last night. The officer of the guard im- 
mediately had a search made of the island, 
and, that being unsuccessful, dispatched a 
detail to Manhattan. He came over to the 


city himself, and from the Captain of the 
tugboat Reno learned that the latter had 
rescued two men from a raft in Buttermilk 
Channel, off Pier 22, Brooklyn.

with them. The Captain of the tug said 
the men appeared to be “ pretty well done 
up,” but they took their distress manfully 
and Se to regard their predicament 
as a joke. 

The men expressed a wish to be ianded in 
New York, and the Captain complied with 
their desire, landing them at Pier 3 Kast 
River, Manhattan. Before they left the tug 
the men were supplied with overalls and 
jackets by the crew of the tugboat. 

The Captain said it never entered his 
head or those of any of his crew that the 
men he rescued were escaped prisoners. If 
he had thought so he said he certainly 
would have detained them. 

On the Island the two prisoners wore 
United States Army uniforms that had 
been stripped of buttons and then stained 
black. They also wore black slouch hats. 
The clothing they had discarded was not 
found on the Island. 


SILK WEAVER’S PREDICAMENT. 


Says Companion Stole His Money and 
Clothes—For Hours He Called 
in Vain for Help. 

Charles Davenport, who says his home is 
at 610 Seventh Street, Bridgeport, Conn., 
is at the West Hoboken Police Station 
without clothing which belongs to him, ex- 
cept an undershirt.

DEFENDER OF THE BOERS

The Rev. Dr. H. D. Brockhuizen of 
Pretoria Here on a Mission. 


Seeks Help for Boer Women, and Inci- 
dentally Accuses British of Cruelty 
—Says Boers Will Never Yield. 


The Rev. Dr. H. D. Von Brockhuizen of 
Pretoria, South Afriea, the minister who 
closed the Volksraad with prayer after Pres- 
ident Kriiger's historic ultimatum had been 
read to that body, is in the city, staying at 
12 West Twenty-first Street. He was 
banished from Pretoria after that capital 


fell, but not until he had spent ten days 

was kept on a 
His brother, Dr. 
H. J. Yon Brockhuizen of the Orange Free 
State, who also served in the Boer armies 
and who was captured and banished, ac- 
companies him. 

Their mission in this country is to raise 
money for the Boer women and children 
now in refugee camps. Incidentally, the 
Rev. Mr. Brockhuizen says that he will 
try to remove some of the impressions of 
his country that have been created by un- 
friendly writers. 

‘“‘The Boers are not barbarians," he said, 
in excellent English, ‘‘no matter what 
you may have heard about them. Our 
women and children, who are at present 
concentrated in camps established by the 
sritish, are in a herrible condition. It was 
bad enough when I left South Africa, but 
I know, from letters that 1 have received— 
only the other day from my sister— 
that it is a hundred times worse now. 

* When I left South Africa, I was virtual- 
ly banished by order of Gen. Maxwell, 
Military Governor of Pretoria. Gen. Max- 
well wrote to me that I had better leave 
the country, and provided me second-cabin 
passage to Europe. When I asked him 
why he was going to send me, a paroled 
prisoner of war, away, he said: ‘ You are 
too influential; you will rot take the oath, 
end you are regarded as dangerous.’ Even 
then, assisted by Mrs. Botha and Mrs. 
Gen. Joubert, both members of my con- 
gregation, I had undertaken the work of 
relieving the helpless families of soldiers, 
whom they had begun to herd in their 
camps. 1 was very plain-spoken with Gen. 
Maxwell, as I could afford to be, for he 
knew the conditions as well as I. His 
wife, who, by the way, is an American, 
has issued an appeal to her countrywo- 
men on behalf of these same people. 

‘You should bear in mind that we do not 
ask the world to take our word for the 
conditions that prevail in the camps. In 
an official report, which I have in my 
hand, made by Dr. Ronald P. McKenzie of 
the British Army on Feb. 18 of this year, 
the British Government is notified that 
the coyglitions are horrible, the death rate 
appallife, and the food furnished wholly 
unfit to eat. Nothing I or any one else 
has ever said has been half as caustic as 
this arraignment of his own people by Dr. 
McKenzie."' 

Of the ultimate 
huizen said: 

“The Afrikanders will never be over- 
come. They will fight to the last, if neces- 
sary, but that will not be necessary. Not 
since the first gun was fired have we .been 
in so good a condition as now, with the 
deplorable exception that our women are 
being brutally treated by the invading 
army. A recent account shows that there 
are more than 34,000 British soldiers in the 
hospitals, while practically all of our fight- 
ing men are in the saddle. The climate, 
the topography of our country, everything, 
is fighting for us, and there is no thought 
of surrender. All stories to that effect 
ee. es set down as lies made of whole 
cloth. 

“The unjust tales about Mrs. Botha are 
a sample. I am Mrs. Botha's pastor. 
While Lord Roberts was in Pretoria he 
tried to get me to go and see her husband 
and ask him to surrender. It was gos- 
siped about that the Commander in Chief 
had been entertained at tea by her. Being 
ner pastor, it was my privilege to ask her 
how .much truth there was in the state- 
ments. Her reply breathed the true spirit 
of the Boer woman. ‘Do you suppose,’ 
she said, ‘I would drink tea with a man 
who is fighting my husband? I told Lord 
Roberts that I would go to see my hus- 
band with a message, but that as for try- 
ing to influence him I would never do it.’ 

** When we have won, the attention of the 
wor!'d having been attracted to us, it will be 
found that, instead of being peopled by a 
wild tribe of semi-civilized farmers, the 
two republics appropriate more money to 
free education than any other country, 
population and wealth considered, in ‘the 
world It will be learned that instead of 
being religious bigots the people of the 
Transvaal and of the Orange Free State 
taxed themselves to help support the Ho- 
mar Cathelie clergy and schools. It wiil 
be learned that our attitude toward for- 
eigners berore the war began was the most 
liberal in the world—-more liberal than that 
which finds expression in even this free 
country. It will be learned that practically 
the entire foreign, or Uitlander, population 
Englishmen excepted, sided with the burgh. 
ers, and most of them took up arms in 
their cause, and it will further be learned 
ae this was not done in any mercenary 
spirit."’ 

Continuing, Dr. Von Brockhuizen said: 
“The Boer Army will grow instead of 
diminish from now on. It numbers 15,000 to 
17,000. men, and for every one lost in bat- 
tle or captured two or more Cape Dutch- 
men will join our forces. It would be a 
reflection on human nature to think other- 
wise. True, they are British subjects. But 
many of their daughters are married to 
Free State or Transvaal burghers. These 
daughters, with their children, are in the 
reconcentration camps now by the score, 
and their kinsmen will fight for their re- 
lease. Gen. Kritzenger, who captured 
Jamestown the other day, is a Cape Colo- 
nist. If captured he would be shot as a 
traitor. Practically his entire commando 
is in the same boat. Is it likely they will 
ever surrender?. They have everytking to 
gain and nothing to lose by staying in the 
field. 

“As for equipment, the Boers are better 
off for small arms to-day than they were 
when the war began. They are all armed 
with Lee-Metford rifles, and they know 
how to use them. They have plenty of am- 
munition. Gen. De Wet has tons of it 
buried in the earth, and he knows right 
where to go and get it.”’

Secretary of State, and who recently re- 
signed as United States Consul at Pre- 
toria, was at the Holland House last night.

a week ago were regarded as Suburban 
possibilities now are on the doubtful list 
or have been announced as non-starters. 

For all the expresseil certainty that Ethel- 
bert has the race at his mercy, horsemen 
will watch with the keenest interest for the 
promised appearance of Ethelbert in the 
race to-day, for the Standard Stakes at the 
Gravesend track, the horse being an- 
nounced as a starter in that event, one 
mile and a half, at weight for age, he to 
carry the top weight. It will be Ethelbert’'s 
first race of the season if he runs, and 
while on the strength of his tria] last week 
there can be no question that he seems fit 
to run.as.good a race as he ever ran in his 
life, owners of possible opponents in the 
Suburban are eager to see the horse in a 
real contest, that they may be satisfied ab- 
solutely as to his condition. 

if the race finds Ethelbert wanting in the 
least, it will encourage owners to take the 
chance that they may beat him on Satur- 
day, and the Suburban will benefit in con- 
sequence by having a better field as far as 
flumber goes, whereas if he wins the Stand- 
ard Stakes as those who saw his move last 
week prophesy he will, that is, ‘‘in a can- 
ter,’”’ the Suburban will suffer accordingly. 
At this time it looks as if the record for the 
smallest Suburban field will be equaled any- 
how. 

In the Lazzarone Suburban of 1895 only 
six horses ran. Lvoking the entry list 
over, not even six: horses can be found 
who now may be regarded as certain star(- 
ers, though it is not in the least probable 
that the ‘ield will fall. below the number 
of starters in 1895, the amount of money 
offered for the second and third horses be.

On the other hand 
racegoers do feel more or less interest in 
the horses that will oppose Ethelbert re- 
gardless of his present splendid form and 
the magnificent promise he gives for the 
season. Two that will run are Sidney 
Lucas and Standing, with strong prob- 
abilit 
will -help to swell the field. P. H. Mc- 
Carren has three horses eligible in King 
Bramble, Potente,..and Alfonso, and he is 
expected to start at least one of the num- 
ber, while others: that have been trained 
Tor the race, and that are fit to run and 
still are among the probabilities are Brig- 
adier, Toddy, Conroy, Blues, Bonnibert, and 
Kamara. Conroy, winner of the Brooklyn 
Handicap went slightly lame a short time 
after his magnificent victory of two weeks 
ago, but his trouble is not regarded as 
serious, and he still may represent the 
Keene stable in the Suburban, if the pres- 
ence of Ethelbert does not keep him in 
his box on the day of the race. 

The very fact that horse owners fear him 
so much as to decline to run against him 
will contribute much to the chance of 
Ethelbert, for the smaller the field the bet- 
ter race he may be depended on to run: 
Ethelbert’s best performances have been 
when he had only a few horses to com- 
_— with, and his most disappointing have 
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een when he ran with large fields, the 
nocking about natural in large fields ap- 
pearing to have discouraged him or at least 
to have interfered with him~ enough to 
make him:race far behind the form that 
Was expected from him on the score of con- 
dition and trials. A small Suburban field, 
therefore, is what is"most desired by his 
owner and trainer.

United States Government. 

Of course, if Germans or Frenchmen or 
Englishmen should behave in this faith- 
less way, it would constitute a National 
affront. Between nations both friendly 
and civilized that are customarily repre- 
sented abroad by men experienced in 
diplomatic intercourse such ill-dealing is 
well-nigh impossible. But a Cuban dele- 
gate would be surprised and shocked by 
any intimation that the commission that 
visited Washington had broken faith or 
failed in honor; and the look of grief 
upon his face would reflect the pain of 
his sensitive soul. To the Cuban gentle- 
men who held conversations with Secre- 
tary Root it doubtless seemed the most 
natural proceeding in the world to pub- 
lish the documents intrusted to them 
under the seal of confidence, and if he 
declined to say the things they wished 
him to say and tried to induce him to 
say, they would put the words into his 
mouth just the same, never doubting 
that the exigencies of their politics con- 
stituted a valid warrant for the forgery. 

It is hard for us to get used to these 
Ways, but we shall*show ourselves to be 
ill-equipped with understanding of the 
nature of the men with whom we have 
to deal in Cuba if we continually expect 
falltless manners of them and get indig- 
nant when they fail us. 

No American of sense and candor ever 
for' a moment believed a word of the 
Cuban report of Secretary Roort’s inter- 
pretation of the Platt amendment. No 
attention was paid to it save by persons 
who are ready and eager to believe any 
slander against the Administration of 
President McKINLEY. But the authors 
of the false report exhibit: the woeful in- 
sufficiency of their talent for public af- 
fairs by their evident expectation that 
such ‘a deception could be either safe or 
successful. The most credulous of theif 
party followers must have been unde- 
ceived by the prompt repudiation of their 
acts at Washington and by the noisy 
publicity of the present discussions about 
what the convention may do next. 

In a country where a real and intelli- 
gent public opinion existed the publica- 
tion of Senator PLATT’s letter would clear 
away misconceptions and do good. The 
explanation by the Senator whose name 
the law bears that it “ was carefully pre- 
pared with the object of avoiding any 
possible idea that by the acceptance 
thereof the Constitutional Convention 
would thereby establish a protectorate or 
suzerainty or in any manner whatsoever 
compromise the independence or sover- 
aignty of Cuba” ought to allay any 


doubts sincerely entertained. The radi- 
cal leaders in the convention, however, 
and to some extent the conservative lead- 
ers also, will take that view of the 
amendment that best suits their personal 
convenience and political plans. There 
is no evidence that the voters who elect- 
ed the delegates hold any opinions or 
favor any policy that the leaders are 
bound to respect. 


AMERICAN ENGINEERING IN INDIA. 


The subject is of such National im- 
portanee that Lord GrorGE HAMILTON’S 
letter to Sir ALFRED HICKMAN is very 
well worth giving and reading in full, in 
spite of the references to it that have 
come by the cable. Moreover, he deals 
with the subject with such manifest fair- 
néss as must convince every impartial 
reader on either side of the Atlantic that 
Sir ALFRED HICKMAN spoke very much in 
his haste when he accused the British au- 
thorities in India, whom Lord GEORGE 
represents, of an undue bias toward 
American bidders for their work. The 
accusation was not credible on the face 
of it. The natural bias of the authorities 
was all the other way. Short of bribery 
or some corrupt personal interest, which, 
of course, nobody charges or imagines, 
they would have preferred to construct 
their roads with British bridges and to 
equip them with British locomotives. 
But they simply could not get what they 
wanted as cheaply or as quickly from 
British as from American bidders. 

It is rather a pity that the Secretary 
India should not have ascertained 
and published the exact figures concern- 
ing the comparative economy of opera- 
tion of the two kinds of engines.

OUR TRANSPACIFIC TRADE. 


3 BURKE,” said Fox, “is wise; but he 
is wise too soon.” This is not a common 
source of blame, but an American states- 
man seems to share it with the British 
statesman. In a speech mage in the Sen- 
ate almost half a century ago, in 1852, 
WILLIAM H. SEWARD made this remark- 
able prophecy: 


Who.does not see that every year here- 
after European commerce, politics, thought, 
and activity, although actually gaining 
greater force—and _European connections, 
although actually becoming more intimate 
—will, nevertheless, relatively sink in im- 
portance; while the Pacific Ocean, its 
shores, its islands, and the vast regions 
beyond, will become the chief theatre of 
events in th® world’s great hereafter? Who 
does not see that this movement must ef- 
fect our own complete emancipation from 
what remains of European influence and 
prejudice, and in turn develop the American 
opinion and influence which shall remol4 
constitutions. laws, and customs in the 
land that is first greeted by the rising sun? 
Sir, I cannot reject the hope that! as war 
has hitherto saddened the Atlantic world, 
the better passions of mankind will ‘soon 
have their development in the new field of 
human activity. 


It is no reproach to America that the 
misdeméanors of European civilization 
have brought to naught the happy au- 
gury regarding peaceful progress in the 
Orient, nor is that the phase of the 
prophecy now discussed. The Northern 
Pacific crisis as the opening gun in 
America’s battle for the commerce of the 
East is the text which J. J. Hitt has 
expounded better than any other. Those 
absorbed in the drainage of American 
comimerce to our Eastern coast, and 
thence to Europe, have little appreciated 
the foresight of Mr. Hi.1, the practical 
pioneer in the path prophesied by Spw- 
4RD. This far surpasses any Stock Ex4 
change operation, It-has no relation to 
the prices of this week or year, or per- 
haps this generation. Mf. Hitt himself 
has said he is only planting thesseed of 
fruit possibly to be plucked after his 
death. A few words may be quoted from 
the report of an interview with him at 
Minneapolis: 


The fight is on the high seas. It is not a 
fight between this city, or section, or rail-

way, and any other. It is a question of 
commerce and industry for the country at 
large. The traffic contest is between_the 
Pacific -on the one hand and the Suez 
Canal and Cape Horn on the other. Our 
problem is to get hold of the commerce of 
the Pacific Ocean, and bring it across the 
United States, instead of allowing it to be 
diverted around the globe via the Suez 
Canal and Cape Horn. During the_ next 
thirty years we may grow to 150,000,000. 
How many can we use in manufacturing? 
We now employ. less than one-quarter. The 
bulk of 100,000,000 must go to the land, in 
the valleys of the Mississippi and beyond. 
Now cross the Pacific and we find millions 
whose average earning is a shilling a day. 
They will do most of their own manufact- 
uring, with their cheap labor, and their 
principal demand will be for food, just what 
America’s central and western zones are 
repared to furnish. So here we have a 
big traffic proposition—to place America’s 
surplus staples at the door of the Orient, 
and to bring back anything that we can 
use. Shall America handle it, or shall Eu- 
rope? I hope that America will handle it 
by the Pacific. Trade cannot resist geog- 
raphy and nature, and we railway-automa- 
tons must move as they dictate. We suc- 
ceed only as we obey natural laws and 
public interests. Others must pass from 
view. 


There is nothing here for the Napoleons 
of the Stock Exchange, whose vision is 
limited to the charts of daily prices. But 
those who have a preference for the 
greater movements, over series of years, 
will discern the beginnings of a welt- 
handel making to appear remote and 
visionary talk of weltpolitik which comes 
from across the seas. Let Europe have 
its concert of monarchies. To us repub- 
licans a concert of ironmasters, or of 
railway kings, is a surer way of molding 
and developing the prosperity of the 
millions which lie between the hundreds 
of millions of Europe and Asia, able to 
deal equally in either direction and pro- 
ducing goods adapted to both the dearest 
and ‘coarsest markets of the world. 
Nothing need be said now regarding 
commerce across the Atlantic, but com- 
merce across the Pacific is growing with 
leaps scarcely appreciated by scattered 
daily events. The merchants of London 
who regarded the Northern Pacific crisis 
as the concern of gentlemen who buy and 
sell shares on commission will do well to 
note that the true quarrel .was over 
American cargoes for a squadron of 
20,000-ton freighters, which must return 
from the Far East empty unless they 
drain away the business of English 
steamships trading there. There is a 
like significance in the arrangement be- 
tween the Hamburg Line and the Atchi- 
son Railway, completing a link in a 
round-the-world line. Possibly the still 
somewhat obscure purchase of the Ley- 
land Line by Mr. MorGan will furnish 
another line nearly about the globe if 
placed in connection with the Hill-Mor- 
gan Pacific lines. /To these must be 
added the Southerx, Pacific’s connection 
with the Pacific Mail liners. The Cana- 
dian Pacific has trans-Pacific connec- 
tions at Vancouver, just as the Northern 
Pacific has at Tacoma and the Great 
Northern at Seattle. There is also good 
authority for the starting of a Pacific 
line in connection with the Mexican Cen- 
tral Railway from Manzanillo; but this 
seems singular to those aware that as 
sailors go this line is about as much 
longer than the others as it is said to be 
shorter. There are already signs that 
all this American activity is arousing 
competitors to defend their own. For 
example, the China Mutual Company, 
which runs between Liverpool and Yoko- 
hama, announces an extension of its 
service from Yokohama to Puget Sound. 
There is nothing narrow or constricted 
about a through bill of lading from Ham- 
burg to Hongkong, or about the similar 
trip of the China Mutual liners from 
“Liverpool, touching at all Mediterranean 
and Asiatic ports, to Seattle. The Amer- 
ican lines seem the surer of cargoes from 
America, and their competitors have cor- 
respOndingly better facilities for gather- 
ing cargoes to America. The better busi- 
ness will be done by those who have 
better cargoes in both directions, and 
"here lies the tug of war.’ The struggle 
may be severe for the competitors, but 
it is full of promise for our Nation. 
There is here the dawn of prom- 
ise that we shall do this business for 
ourselves eventually, and meanwhile 
there is great improvement in the facili- 
ties in the advantages offered to us at 
the risk and cost of others. It is not 
war in name, but it is in fact. In com- 
merce there can be no drawn battles. 
When the real pinch comes there will be 
needs ofthe entente initiated (or rather 
pronioted) in London last week, and to 
be increased in this city next year. % 


INDEPENDENCE AND CONSTITUTION. 


The owner of the Independence has ap- 
parently concluded that the committee of 
the New York: Yacht Club meant exactly 
what it said In the clear and explicit‘con- 
ditions which it laid down touching the 
control and management of the vessel 
that is to defend the America’s Cup. He 
agrees with the committee that “ further 
discussion can serve no useful purpose,” 
and he issues a statement .that “ it is set- 
tled that the Independence cannot take 
part in the cup defense.” He thereupon 
announces his purpose to enter her in as 
many races as possible, and specifies the 
races at the beginning of July, in which 
she will meet the Constitution. 

Doubtless Mr, LAwson has great confi- 
dence in his boat, as all yachtsmen have 
and ought to have in the children of their 
invention or of that of their chosen de- 
signers. If his confidence is justified, 
and his boat can and does beat the au- 
thorized defender, so to speak, he will 
have in advance his entire revenge. He 
will have put his enemies, as he seems 
to consider them, in a hole, a hole of 
great profundity, for he will have shown 
that the boat built in New York to de- 
fend the cup is not the likeliest boat to 
accomplish that purpose. Thereby he will 
impose a grave responsibility upon the 
New York Yacht Club. That body is 
bound to get the fastest craft it can. If 
the Independence is shown to be faster 
than the Constitution, it will be bound to 
get the Independence, even at a‘fancy 
price. And no doubt that is what it 
would do, or try to do. Although the In- 
dependence, like the Constitution and like 
Shamrock II., is of no earthly use except 
to race for the cup, her owner would be 
within his rights in refusing to sell her 
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J at any price. The club has already 
shown that it cannot, in its capacity of 
trustee and custodian of the cup, come 
to his terms, or permit the defender to be 
sailed by an owner over whom it has no 
jurisdiction. And if the winner of what 
would practically be the trial races re- 
fused to part with his boat, doubtless he 
in his turn would have a heavy responsi- 
bility to bear in case of the loss of the 
cup. But he could bear it more easily 
than the club charged officially with its 
defense. If Independence should beat 
Constitution, and then Shamrock II. 
should beat Constitution, the New York 
Yacht Club would undoubtedly be in a 
very awkward situation. 

But then, as a learned jurist has ob- 

‘served, ‘‘an improbability upon an im- 
probability closely resembles an impossi- 
bility.””,. And such a double improbability 
would be the successive defeat of Consti- 
tution by Independence and by Shamrock 
II. The designer of the new defender 
won his right to design defenders in an 
open competition, so to speak, with all 
the designers in the country who com- 
manded confidence enough to induce any- 
body to pay for the execution of their de- 
signs. If he has since designed two de- 
fenders without competition, and now a 
third, that is because his superiority was 
so clearly manifest as to deter anybody 
else from entering the field against him, 
or from securing sufficient backing for 
that purpose. That Mr. HERRESHOFF 
should all at once be beaten, first by Mr. 
CROWNINSHIELD, and then by Mr. WAT- 
SON, Who has already had three unsuc- 
cessful tries for the cup, is not very cred- 
ible. So that the contingency in which 
the owner of the Independence will be ‘en- 
titled to exult over the New York Yacht 
Club seems remote. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——A convincing demonstration of exact- 
ly where the responsibility for every case of 
lynching should be placed was made at 
Carrollton, Ga., last week, when a Sher- 
iff with a real determination to do _ his 
sworn duty had no difficulty at all in de- 
fending his prisoner and putting to flight 
the usual crowd of “infuriated citizens.” 
Sheriff MERRILL had the assistance of 
only half a dozen deputies, hastily sum- 
moned, and the mob that attacked his jail 
and demanded the instant surrender of a 
negro charged with murder was one of 
large proportions. The Sheriff, as Sheriffs 
always do on such occasions, met the de- 
mand with a threat to shoot, but the riot- 
ers, confident, as they had good reason to 
be, that no shooting would be done except 
by themselves, forced their way into the 
building. Then Sheriff MERRILL gave the 
order to fire, and at their first volley the 
deputies killed one man and wounded two 
more. That was quite enough for the “ in- 
furiated citizens.”’” They broke and ran, 
and, as our dispatch from Carrollton quaint- 
ly said, ‘‘ They were soon divided into little 
groups, discussing the event.” It was well 
worth discussing, and one can hope that 
the baffled savages took to heart che ex- 
cellent lesson which they had received. 
There is not the slightest ground for sup- 
posing that the determination of this mob 
was any less fierce than that of other 
mobs, or that it included a greater number 
of cowards. The probabffities are that 
every man in the crowd had the average 
amount of courage, and that, as a soldier 
fighting with approval of conscience and 
sanction of law, every one of them would 
have advanced without a tremor against a 
foe vastly more formidable than a hand- 
ful of Deputy Sheriffs. But, engaged in an 
act of criminal violence, they were brave 
only so long as they thought they were 
safe, and at the first sign of real resist- 
ance from legitimate authority their fac- 
titious fury changed to terror. So every 
gathering of would-be lynchers should and 
could be met, and any State which can and 
wilf elect officials like Mr. MERRILL will 
never be disgraced by mob murders. 


——Steady improverrent marks the sani- 
tary condition of Havana, and it now com- 
pares favorably not with a few, but with 
many, cities the hygienic education of 
which began years and years before that 
of the Cuban capital did. The death rate 
for the month of April was 26.64 per thou- 
sand, while that of Havre was 29.02, of 
Munich 27.20, of Dublin 36.51, and of Kings- 
ton, Jamaica, 46.95. Havana had in April 
only two cases of yellow fever, with no 
deaths, the best report for the month .of 
which there is any record, and the more 
remarkable ‘because the number of non- 
immunes in the city was much above the 
ordinary. Dr. Gorcas, the Chief Health 
Officer, credits much of his success in 
keeping Havana free from yellow fever to 
the energetic campaign against mosquitoes 
which he recently began throughout the 
infected area. His subordinates have de- 
voted a great part of their attention to this 
work, which is considered more important 
than even that of putting the houses into 
a state of decent cleanliness. Kerosene oil 
has been placed in every possible breed- 
ing ground of the insects, and this, with 
the removal of stagnant water wherever 
practicable, has brought the mosquito race 
in and about the city within sight of ex- 
termination. All that has been done is a 
benefaction to ourselyes, as well as to the 
Cubans, since it decreases the danger of 
infection for our Southern coast ports. As 
The Medical Record well says, “If any 
argument were needed to show the folly of 
the Cuban Constitutional Convention in 
seeking to annul the sanitary clause of the 
Platt resolutions, the wonderful regenera- 
tion of Havana under Major GoRGAs’s mas- 


terly administration furnishes an all-suffi-~ 


cient one.” 


~——Alabama is warned by The,Birming- 
ham Age-Herald that unless it takes im- 
mediate and effective action to increase its 
educational facilities and to make more 
certain their utilization, il is likely soon to 
gain an evil eminence as the most illit- 
erate State in the Union, In 1890 it had as 
close competitors for the end of the list 
Louisiana, North Carolina, and the Terri- 
tory of New Mexico, but since then New 
Mexico has greatly improved her schools, 
and Louisiana's new Constitution made 
provisions which, even if they do not 
change her relative position as regards the 
other States, will at least soon remove her 
far above Alabama. At present the lament- 
able competition for last place as regards 
literacy is between Alabama and North 
Carolina, and, though North Carolina is 
moving in the matter of more and better 
a The Age-Herald says “it is neck 
and neck between them.” The Constitu- 
tional Convention soon to be held in Ala- 
bama will furnish an opportunity to start 
on the upward road, and if this opportunity 
is neglected the State wiN surely suffer, 
According to The Age-Herald, if the con- 
vention decides to divide the school money 
on racial lines, thus creating a great mass 
of ignorant and discontented laborers, it 
will doom the State to the reputation and 
‘losses that go with unparalleled illiteracy, 
“for the State that has the largest per- 
centage of illiterates will be adjudged the 
least progressive and the most backward; 
and capital and immigranis will begin to 


and 
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shun it. Ignordnee and sloth go. together 
in the public mind and in fact. The con- 
vention will decide between intelligence 
and ignorance, between tail-end honors and 
place among the advancing States of the 
Union. Upon the choice it makes in this 
respect depends in more ways than one the 
welfare of 700,000 children and of the en- 
tire State.” This is a warning based on 
unquestionable facts, 


——A curious misunderstanding, due to 
the unfortunate wording of a telegram 
sent by an old family friend, has just 
caused Lieut. RICHMOND PEARSON HOBSON 
to take what, until ‘he arrived at his des- 
tination, he had good reason to regard as 
a most sorrowful journey. The Lieutenant 
was in Washington and received a mes- 
sage from the Mayor of Greensborough, 
Ala., Mr. R. F. Orts, announcing the death 
of that gentleman’s father. The state- 
ment was made in the fewest possible 
words—something like ‘‘ Father died this 
morning.’’—and naturally enough the Lieu- 
tenant thought that the reference was to 
his own father, and not to that of the 
sender of the dispatch. He immediately 
telegraphed that he would start for home 
at once, and did so, and it was not until 
he arrived in Greensborough, where his 
father, in the best of health, met him at 
the railway station, that he was relieved 
from the grief of a sudden bereavement. 
The elder Hosson, on receipt of his son’s 
telegram, had vainly tried to reach him 
on the train with messages stating the 
facts in the caSe, and as the Lieutenant, 
before starting from Washington, had told 
his bad news to several friends, it soon 
spread widely, and before the mistake 
could be cleared up the family received 
messages of condolence from many parts 
of the country. All of which shows that it 
is well to be explicit as well as accurate, 
even in telegraphic dispatches, else will 
words intended to convey one meaning be 
interpreted in other and entirely different 
senses. 


SOME REQUIREMENTS OF CITY 
RAILWAY TRAVEL. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The problem of street @@m traveling is 
the important subject of the period, involv- 
ing, as it does, the transportation of hu- 
man beings in a safe, decent, healthful, 
comparatively comfortable fashion, 
either for business or pleasure. 

The same overcrowding, discomfort, and 
absolute indecency exist as in the past. 
The only change made in the passenger's 
condition is that he can go a longer dis- 
tance in a shorter time. 

Underground transit will in some meas- 
ure give relief for a time, but unless some 
radical measures are taken to regulate the 
new traction line, the same beastly system 
will be followed as at present. 

I want to be considered a perfectly sane 
person when I state that two changes are 
absolutely required to make traction travel 
what it should be—first, limiting the pas- 
sengers carried to the seating capacity of 
the car; second, the complete abolition of 
that abortive monstrosity, the present 
open car. It may be said that it can never 
be done. But I repeat that the near future 
will demand stringent legislation bearing 
on overcrowding of cars, and the kind of 
car to be used for comfort and health. The 
matter of overcrowding is the key to any 
and all improvement; it is regulated in 
foreign cities, and can be done here. 

The average passenger needs educating 
as much as traction Superintendents. So 
long as one is allowed to jump on a car 
and crowd forward, so long we will do it. 
But make it a misdemeanor to do it, and 
we would wait for another car. 

Traction business with a seat for every 
passenger is a profitable one in cities, if 
managed with ordinary business ability and 
honesty. 

If the people will legislate to regulate 
themselves; then they can regulate the 
traction companies. 

The second essential change is the legis- 
lative control, within certain limits, of the 
style of car fo be used by traction com- 
panies. 

While onen cars are used, a fixed date, 
say, June 1 to Oct. 1, should be regulated 
by law, during which time we can depend 
more on temperature. 

What is needed is a car that can be 
used at all seasons, so constructed as to 
have all the advantages of both a closed 
and open car at any time, as the weather 
may require. 

It would seem that such a car should 
have cross seats with a centre aisle, and 
so planned as to be reasonably open at the 
sides and ends, if desirable, and tightly 
closed at all points when necessary. Car- 
ogy only a seated number of passengers, 
the use of the centre aisle and platforms 
weuld be easy and comfortable. 

Tl think’ the facts prove that since the 
use of railways in cities, the only improve- 
ment has been in motive power and speed, 
with very little in comfort and utility. The 
beginning of a new century should make a 
marked change in these matters.

A CHAPLAIN’S CANTEEN VIEWS, 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

When Lord Roberts was Commander in 
Chief in India, he did not abolish the can- 
teen, but he so arranged matters that 
three-fourths of the European troops in 
Hindustan became pledged teetotalers. 

**Bobs Bahadhur”’ did not do this “ just 
for the fun of the thing,” but because it 
paid in efficiency to have the rank and file 
abstain. 

But if he did not abolish the canteen, 
what did he do? He favored teetotalers in 
every direction, and specially exempted 
them from many of those numerous and 
irksome restrictions with which military 
life bristles. 

At that period America had not fought 
with Spain, neither had she invented the 
dictum, ‘‘ the man behind the gun,” but, al- 
though the saying was uninvented, the 
principle already held good. So Lord Rob- 
erts got hold of a man and ordered him to 
go behind his teetotal regulations. He paid 
this man $1,500 a year and traveling ex- 
penses. This good man—he was not a bit 
goody-goody, but a thorough man—went up 


and down India, visiting every cantonment 
in the peninsula, the results being that two- 
thirds of the army became teetotalers and 
the residuum (mostly moderate drinkers) 
took their liquor,under control in the can- 
teen instead of drinking fiery spirits in the 
bazaar. 

If the Woman's Christian Tempérance 
Union could or would discover a man, if 
they would get the army authorities to 
give the man (when found) a roving com- 
mission, but, above all, if) instead of med- 
dling with controlled drinking in the can- 
teen, they would respectfully suggest in the 
right quarters that special privileges and 
exemptions be granted to total abstainers— 
well, war might expect similar results to 
those which followed the policy which Lord 
Roberts so wisely inaugurated. Nearly all 
the chaplains in India are ardent teetotal- 
ers, but I never heard one of them breathe 
a syllable against the canteen. 

Being a rampant teetotaler myself, noth- 
ing would please me better than, to pour 
all Hquor down the gutter; but surely it is 
wise to temper the zeal of an iconoclast 
with the wisdom of the serpent.

TWO CONVENTIONS OF WOMEN. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There are women and women. This was 
never more strikingly illustrated than by 
the marked difference between the election 
of officers in the convention of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution and in the 
convention of the National Woman Sutf- 
frage Association, just held in Minneapolis. 
In the former the quarreling and the inten- 
sity of the strife for office gave rise to 
much unfavorable press comment and was 
even claimed by Ella Wheeler Wilcox and 
others as proving women's inherent inca- 
pacity for conducting business and their 
unfitness for the ballot. 

In the National equal suffrage conven- 
tion that has just closed, Mrs. Carrie Chap- 
man Catt was re-elected President by 210 
votes out of 218. The Rev. Anna H. Shaw, 
the Vice President at Large, and Mrs. Har- 
riet Taylor Upton of Ohio, the Treasurer, 
were re-elected without contest, and Miss 
Kate M. Gordon of Louisiana and Miss 
Alice Stone Blackwell of Massachusetts 
were chosen as Corgesponding and Record- 
ing Secretaries by an almost unanimous 
vote., The only contest was over the audit- 
ors, dnd although there was lively interest 
in this and some feeling over it, not a dis- 
courteous word was uttered on the floor 
and everything was conducted with quiet 
and decorum. 

The inference would seem to be that wo- 
men are perfectly capable of conducting the 
business of a meeting when they are trained 
to it. The Daughters of thé American Rev- 
olution is an organigation based solely on 
pedigree and made up mainly of fashiona- 
ble women, with little experience of busi- 
ness methods or of public work. They 
carry over into their public conventions the 
frivolity and the petty rivalries in which 
fashionable society abounds. The equal 
rights convention, on the other hand, is 
made up of women who are used to con- 
ducting the business of a public meeting 
and who are gathered to promote an ob- 
ject which they believe to be usefulSand 
not to seek personal prominence. They dif- 
fer on many subjects and feel strongly on 
some of them, but the freedom of their re- 
cent convention from any public quarreling 
was one token, at any rate, of their fit- 
ness to vote.

Dear Sir: I again take the liberty of calling 
your attention to the insufficient mumber of 
life and annual members of this society. With a 
view to increasing the society’s income from this 
source, and also to spreading the public interest 
in the work of animal protection, I make an ap- 
peal to our members who earnestly desire the 
success of the society to influence their friends 
to identify themselves with our cause. The 
society would feel more confidence in carrying

ART NOTES. 

Dr. Charles Waldstein of New York, whe 
has been filling the Slade Professorship of 
Fine Art at Cambridge, England, since 1895, 
has not sought re-election, and the profess- 


orship has been offered to Sir William Mar- 


tin Conway, Professor of Art at Univer- 
sity College, Liverpool. Sir William is a 
famous alpinist, having ascended some of 
the highest peaks of the Himalayas, and 
in South America climbed the peaks of 
Tor@ta, LIlliman, and Aconcagua, besides 
exploring es and Terra del Fuego. 
He has published many works and made at’ 
least one venture in politics, having con- 
tested the seat for Bath in Parliament. In 
1899 he was graduated from Trinity Col- 
lege with honors in the Historical Tripos.

The French School of Archaeology # 
Athens has been pushing excavation at 
Delphi, where during recent years they re- 
moved the modern village of Kastri and 
discovered many wonderful marbles and 
bronzes, chief among which is the bronze 
chariot-driver .placed at Delphi by Hiero 
of Syracuse in Sicily, to commemorate his 


winning of the chafiot race at Olympia. 
The late excavations have penetrated a 
apot where a number of small temples once 
stood in the time of Pausanias, and among 
them a circular temple which has been 
handed down by Greek and Latin writers 
on architecture as the most perfect type of 
its kind. The first drift struck in this di- 
rection has laid bare the foundations of a 
circular edifice, which may well be the 
building in question. It is like one found at 
Epidaurus, but is probably two centuries 
Older. The French school is also at work 
in Arcadia on the site of the old city Te- 
gea. The theatre and marketplace were 
identified last year, and efforts are now be- 
ing made to reach the famous temple of 
Athené Alea, which was reckoned next in 
beauty to that of Olympia, being deco- 
rated with sculptures by Scopas of the Isl- 
and of Paros. A head of Hercules and the 
torso of an Atalanta engaged in the Cale- 
donian hunt have already rewarded the 
excavators. On the Island of Delos, sacred 
to Apollo, the same indefatigable diggers 
propose to complete the exploration® that 
closed in 1894 with the discovery of more 
than 2,000 inscriptions. A small museum is 
to be built and the old town laid bare in the 
way that Pompeii has been excavated. 
There is reason to believe that the town 
will be found to a large extent intact, and 
will show the plan of an old Greek settle- 
ment in all its parts. 
°° 

Herr Dorpfeld, the German archaeologist, 
believes that the palace of Ulysses wag 
not at Ithaka, but on the Island of Leuka~ 
dia. He is sufficiently brave in this de- 
parture to undertake a search for it on that 
island. The Germans are at work also on 
the Island of Aegina, where they have un- 
earthed a number of broken parts of war- 
riors that probably belonged in the pedi- 
ment of the temple, and they are also dig- 
ging in Asia Minor on the \sites of Per- 
gamus and Miletus. Aue

lish a work in which he tries to give an 
account of the reasons for admiring one 
color and not another, one combination of 
colors and not another.

CANNON AS CROP SAVERS. 


Mr. Moore Says Practice of Bombarding 
Hailstorms Is Founded on a 
Popular Delusion. 


WASHINGTON, June 9.—The extensive 
reports of United States Consul Covert at 
Lyons, France, relative to the success of 
cannon firing in France as a means of pro- 
tecting orchards and vineyards from hail- 
storms, and also for the purpose of miti- 
gating or nullifying the effects of frosts 
upon vegetation, have prompted numerous 
inquiries by horticulturists in this country 
as to when, if at all, our Government would 
adopt similar methods of protection. Willis 
L. Moore, Chief of the Weather Bureau, 
acting, under the direction of Secretary 
Wilson, therefore has issued to the press 


the following statement: 


“ After an examination of all that has 
been published during the past two years, 
my conviction is that we have here to do 
with a popular delusion as remarkable as 
is the belief in the effect of the moon on 
the weather. The uneducated peasantry 
of Europe seem to be looking for some- 
thing miraculous. They would rather be- 
lieve in cannonading as a means of pro- 
tection and spend on it abundance of 
money, time, and labor than adopt the very 
simple expedient of mutual insurance 
against the losses that must inevitably oc- 
eur. a: 

‘The great processes going on in the at- 
mosphere are conducted on too large a 
scale to warrant any man or nation in at- 
tempting to control them. The energy ex- 
ended by nature in the produetidn of a 
fallstorm, a tornado, or a rainstorm ex- 
ceeds the combined energy of all the steam 
engines and explosives in the world. It is 
useless for mankind to combat nature on 

is scale. : 
ee after the experience ‘that this aa 
has had during the past ten years wi 
rainmakers, I am loth to believe that the 
bombardment of hailstorms will ever be 
practiced or even attempted in the United 
States, much less encouraged by the intel- 
ligent portion of the community. Every 
effort.should be made to counteract the 
spread o€ the Italian delusion, which has 
been imported into this country by Consul 
Covert.” 


MANHEIM’S FEAST OF ROSES. 


One Flower Yearly Pays for the Site of 
a Lutheran Church. 


LANCASTER, Penn., June 9.—The unique 
ceremony of “‘ The Feast of Roses’’ was 
celebrated to-day at Manheim. This an- 
nual feast was inaugurated in 1892, when 
the congregation of Zion’s . Lutheran 
Church placed a memorial window back of 
the pulpit, in which the principal decora- 
tion was a large red rose. This was to 
symbolize ‘the indebtedness of the church 


to Baron Henry William Stiegel, the, 
founder of Manheim and the first glass 
and iron manufacturer of note | in the 
United States. In December, 1772, Baron 
Stiegel conveyed to the Trustees of the 
Lutheran congregation a plot of ground on 
which to erect a church. This ground, 
deeded forever to the congregation by in- 
denture, still preserved in the church 
archives, was to be paid for by the annual 
pens - Baron Stiegel and his heirs 
a single red rose.

QMERICAN ENGINE 
ON INDIAN RAILROADS 


Lord George Hamilton Explains 
Loss of Contracts by British, 


They Wanted Greater Price and Longer 
Time—Contracts Were Decided 
on Strict Business Basis. 


The following, taken from The London 
Times, is the full text of the letter ad- 
dressed by Lord George Hamilton, Secre- 
tarv of State for India, to Sir Alfred Hick- 
man, M. P., to which reference has been 
made in recent cable dispatches: 

“Coates Castle, May 30, 1901. 

“Dear Sir Alfred: I did not know that 
you intended, upon the metion for the ad- 
journment of the House of Commons on the 
“3d inst., to refer to the execution of cer- 
tain contracts placed by Indian railway 
companies with American firms. I was not 
present when you made your speech; if I 
had been, I should have made the reply I 
now send you in writing. 

“You start with the assumption that 
these contracts ‘are made or no business 
principles; are made without due regard to 
efficiency, public safety, or real economy.’ 
These allegations are a seriovs indictment 
of the management of Indian railways, and 
they carry with them the inference that 
the placing of the orders was not due to the 
ability of engineering firms in America to 
compete with English firms, but to the 
ignorance, carelessness, and partiality dis- 
played by the railway Directorate here. If 
ycur assumptions are correct, the remedy is 
obvious. Reorganize the management. of 
Indian railways, and competition between 
English and American engineering firms 
for supply of railway material in India 
would cease. No practical engineer who 
has visited the American workshops and 
inspected their methods of production and 
manufacture would for a moment indorse 
such a proposition. Their competition is 
dangerous, because they are yearly improv- 
ing their products both in quality and price. 

“It has always been the practice of the 
Boards of Management of the Indian rail- 
ways to give the preference in all their 
contracts to British manufacturers, and 
that policy has so prevailed that up -to 
the date of the great recent engineering 
strike no order for a railway locomotive 
had ever been given outside Great Britain. 
Since then, owing to the British workshops 
being blocked with work, certain Indian 


Railway Boards found it necessary, as lo- 
comotives could not be obtained here, to 
place a few limited orders in America. 
J am ready to give all the available re- 
ports concerning the working consumption 
of fuel and load-drawing power of these 
locomotives. She earlier reports were un- 
favorable, but when their working was 
better understood and alterations were 
made to suit the local fuel, a marked im- 
provement was noticed, so much so that 
cone company wishes to obtain more en- 
gines of a similar construction. 

“That American locomotives obtained a 
footing in Iiniia was due to the strike I 
have referred to, but if, as 1 hope, British 
lccomotives are for the future to regain 
their monopoly in that vast system of 
railways, the british engineers must profit 
by the hints and suggestions which these 
reports convey. In the case of the Gohteih 
Viaduct, the Burmah Railway Company 
had no option but to place the order for 
its construction with the Baldwin Com- 
pany, Pennsylvania. There were no Brit- 
ish firms who had anything like the same 
experience in this class of bridge construc- 
tion; the tender of the Baldwin Company 
was much less in price and quicker in time 
than that of any of their competitors. 

“Mr. Constable, a late employe of the 
Burmah Railway Company, and who was 
engaged in superintending part of the work 
of this bridge, reported that the riveting 
was defective. A most searching inquiry 
and inspection has in consequence been 
made by the chief engineer of the Burmah 
Railway Company, assisted by the Govern- 
tr.ent Inspector, and they in no way indorse 
Mr. Constable's opinion. The Burmah Rail- 
way Board, composed of most competent 
1ailway experts, are satisfied that the work 
upon the bridge is sound and reliable, Upon 
them rests the responsibility of seeing that 
the contract in question is properly ex- 
ecuted, and I see no reason for interference. 

“With one of your suggestions I entirely 
agree—viz., that no specification should be 
aitered for the benefit or upon the sugges- 
tion of any one particular tenderer. If any 
change is made in the specification all)who 
were originally invited to tender should be 
informed, and I will see that the principle 
is edhered to. If I seem to combat your 
contention, it is not because I do not 
heartily appreciate the object ycu have in 
view. We both wish to assist ‘n maintain- 
ing the supremacy of the British engi- 
reer and workshops in India for the supply 
of all railway materials, as ugainst foreign 
vontractors. 

** You seem to think that orders have only 
oe abroad because those who gave them 

id not understand their business. I wish 
that it were so. The competition we have 
to face is founded on something much more 
formidable and substantial. Chemical re- 
search, concentration of capital, thorough 
technical education, improved industrial 
organization have made in recént years 

eater advance in America,than here. It 
8S with the product of these combnations, 
and not with the assumed stupidity of In- 
dian officials, that the British engineer has 
to contend. 

“So far as I am concerned, I can under- 
take that the preference, unless the differ- 
ence in price, quality, and delivery be very 
substantial, will always be given to British 
firms. 

; ““May I not ask you as a leading mem- 
ber of the great steel industry of this 
country, to co-operate with me by impress- 
ing upon your associates the necessity of so 
meeting the competition of the future as to 
insure that, in price and time of delivery, 
the advantage shall be on the side of Brit- 
ish production. Believe mé, yours, &c.,

FROM AFRICA TO BUFFALO. | )QWIE 


Sixty-two Picturesquely Attired Natives 
on Their Way to the Pan-Amer- 


ican Exhibition. 


On the French Line steamship La Lor- 
raine, which arrived here yesterday from 
Havre, there were sixty-two native Afri- 
cans, bound for the Pan-American Exposi- 
tion at Buffalo. They left for that city 
yesterday afternoon, as soon as Commis- 
sioner Fitchie was convinced that they did 
not come within the provisions of the con- 
tract labor law. 

It was a somewhat remarkable combina- 
tion of wearing apparel that the contingent 
wore. One of the men had golf trousers, 
with a flowing Prince Albert coat to set 
them off, and a turban of varied hue. 
Others wore balloon trousers or tight- 
leg ones, derby hats or beavers, silk shirt 
waists and shirt waists of cotton goods, 
shawls, apparently of Persian counterfeit; 
the familiar bandanna, gaudy socks, or 
fancy vests that would make a Broadway 
“sport” turn green with envy. 

There were two babies in the party, and 
they were securely tied to the backs of 
their mothers, wrapped in very picturesque 
shawls of fancy texture and gay color. 
Their squalls, when a curious sightseer or 
a customs officer approached, did not af- 
fect the mothers in the least, who in con- 
templating the wonders of the New World 
had to all appearances forgotten that they 
were responsible for the howling picka- 
ninnies, 

The leader of the party, who is said to 
be a man of great influence in the particu- 
lar spot on the Dark Continent where his 
tribe is domiciled, was a venerable old 
fellow who rejoiced in the euphonious name 
of Oben Daga. In his native land he is the 
chief of the fighting cannibal tribe of 
Ogowe. He was easily distinguishable from 
the rest, owing to the variety of style with 
which he had bedecked himself and the 
reverence with which he was approached 
by the others of the party. He wore a 
Panama hat.of ancient make, a pair of 
tight-leg trousers, a vest of red, yellow, 
and green, and a brown coat. Besides all 
this, he had a watch which ticked like an 
old Dutch clock. 

Accompanying the old warrior, to keep 
him from getting homesick, were three of 
his fifty-five wives and a young African 
whose duty it is to carry a chair for him 
to rest whenever he becomes fatigued. 
When the old fellow made the proper sign, 
this young chap would approach in a run, 
make a solemn bow, and then place the 
chair where the chief indicated. 

The chief would then sit down, while his 
three wives would immediately kneel at 
his feet. Other members of the party 
would surround him at a respectful dis- 
tance and listen to a lecture on good man- 
ners or how to behave in America, spoken 
in the choicest of African. 

The manager of the party had all that he 
could do to make his charges understand 
what was expected of them. In trying to 
explain the intricate workings of the Amer- 
ican customs laws he had, however, to give 
up the job as a bad one, because he didn’t 
have enough fingers to make the requisite 
explanatory motions. 

All the party had overcoats, and when 
they thought the crowd surrounding them 
had had poets time in which to admire 
their other clothes, they put them on, for 
the fresh breeze that fanned the neighbor- 
hood of the pier was a change from the 
zephyrs of the tropics.

Fired by the stories about cup 
challengers and cup defenders, George 
Eshepy of 153 East Eighteenth Street, and 
his friends, Richard Collett and Ralph 
Tapp, decided that the only thing that 
would make them real happy this Summer 
was a yacht of their very own... What they 
didn’t know about sailing a boat was pret- 


ty much all that a skilled sailor does know, 
but they were willing to learn. 

Over in one of the yacht basins in Brook- 
lyn they found just the sort of a craft they 
were looking for. The boat, a twenty-foot 
sloop, was bought by the three together 
and christened the Trio. Capt. N. A. Bag- 
ger of 28) Fifty-seventh Street, Brooklyn, 
was engaged as skipper and to instruct the 
three owners in seamanship. 

Yesterday was the day set. for the first 
cruise, and early_in the afternoon Eshepy, 
Collett, and Tapp arrived at the foot of 
Thirty-eighth Street, Brooklyn, ready for 
the sail. Capt. Bagger was on board with 
his fourtéen-year-old son Frank to help 
him. The sail was run up and the Trio 
was soon heading out into the bay. All 
went well until the sloop was about 600 
yards off shore. The three owners were 
congratulating themselves on the fine be- 
havior of the boat when they noticed a 
troubled look on the face of the skipper.

AS “FUNGUS GROWTHS” 


Dr. Banks on the New Elijah and 
the Mother of Christian Science. 


Both Cults Characterized as Money: 
Sucking Institutions — Where the 
Law Should Be Invoked. 


Dr. Louls Albert Banks, pastor of Grace 
Methodist Episcopal Church, delivered a 
brief prelude before his Sunday evening 
sermon yesterday on ‘‘ Alexander Dowie, 
the ‘New Elijah,’ and Mary Baker Eddy, 
the ‘Mother of Christian Science,’ as 
Specimen Fungus Growths of Modern Civ- 
ilization.”” He spoke in part as follows: 

“Out in the great forests on the Pacific 
Coast I have often seen, in my boyhood, 
most wonderful fungus growths springing 
out from the bodies of great trees. These 
freaks occur, most commonly, where the 
soil is very rich and the forest very pros- 
perous and abundant in development. They 
seem to be a sort of excrescence on a high- 
ly fertile and prosperous forest. They are, 
of course, of no value. They sap the life 
of the tree, and are worth nothing for 

any good purpose themselves. 

‘“*We are having at the present time cer- 
tain fungus growths in the social and re- 
ligious world that seem to be in the same 
line. One of these has its centre in Chi- 
cago, where, on last Sunday, Alexander 
Dowie declared himself to be ‘ Elijah,’ and 
it is said that 3,000 men and women stood 
up and cheered his utterances as a testi- 
mony to their belief in him. 

‘‘Henry Ward Beecher was once per- 
suaded to attend a spiritualistic seance to 
communicate with his father, Lyman 
Beecher. When asked afterward what he 
thought of it, he replied that, if he de- 
teriorated as fast after he was dead as his 
father had, in ten years he would be an 
absolute fool. So, one is compelled to say 
in this case, if Dowie is ‘ Elijah,’ there 
has been a tremendous letting down in 
Elijah since he last appeared. 

‘It is characteristic of the career of this 
‘New Elijah’ that he closed his blasphe- 
mous harangue with a strenuous appeal for 
money to be poured into the pockets of 
‘Elijah’ himself, 

“There 1s another growth of this sort 
which has reached very remarkable pro- 
pertions, which has its headquarters in ‘the 
neighborhood of Boston, and is known as 
‘Christian Sclence.’ The ‘ Mother’ of this 
institution, Mary Baker Bddy, is still alive, 
and is held in about the same regard by a 
multitude ot adherents as is Dowie by his 
crowd of supporters. Tus, too, is a fungus 
growth. Both deal in terrific curses on the 
heads of their enemies, and neither of them 
shows any exhibition of that spirit of 
Christ that seeks to preach the Gospel of 
infinite mercy and uplift to the poor. 

“They are both after money. Both 
Dowieism and the Christian Science propa- 

anda are money-sucking institutions. 
They could never have sprung up in a poor 
and poverty-stricken age. They are morbid 
fungus growths that belong to the tropical 
fertility and prosperity of our time. There 
are, of'course, many deluded people follow- 
ing after both of these individuals who are 
innocent of any fraud of deception, but the 
whole scheme, from beginning to end, in 
both Dowieism' and Christian Science, is a 
scheme for nar money, and they have 
not a leg to stand on when they seek to 
call themselves Christian. The lamented 
Dr. Swing of Chicago said the best thing 
in brief that has ever been said about 
Christian Science in his famous sentence, 
‘It is not Christian, and it is not science.’ 

“In the meantime civilization as a whole 
goes onward, and there is doubtless vitality 
enough in the tree to go on veo and 
bearing fruit, in spite of these unsightly 
warts on its trunk. To a certain extent 
people have a right to be humbugged, and 
to do all sorts of foolish things they de- 
sire. If men want to shout for Dowie as 
Elijah, or look up to ‘Mother’ Eddy as 
a sort of female Pope, they have a right to 
do so, so long as they do not interfere 
with the liberty of anybody else. 

** But when either the followers of Dowie 
or of ‘Mother’ Eddy destroy the lives of 
human beings, as has been the case again 
and again in both these institutions, it be- 
comes the business of the public and of 
the State, and public safety demands that 
the responsible parties in every such case 
should be prosecuted to the full extent of 

the law. Men can believe what they 
please, but they must not act on their 
belief if it is going to interfere with the 


liberty or life or happiness of their fellow- 
citizens.” 


SAYS ANIMALS ARE OUR KIN. 


The Rev. Dr. Savage Speaks of the 
Changed Ideas Which Darwin- 
ism Has Introduced, 


‘““Man and the Animal World” was the 
subject of the Rev. Dr. Minot J. Savage's 
sermon in the Church of the Messiah, 
Thirty-fourth Street and Park Avenue, 
yesterday morning. Dr. Savage said in 
part: 

“For two or three hundred thousand 
years there has been a battle between man 
and the other creatures about him for 
standing room on the earth, for space in 
which to build his home and find his food, 
and to carry on his life. There was of 
necessity at the beginning, then, this con- 
dition of battle between man and the ani- 
mal world, and it was fierce and relentless, 
and there were no truces in that war. 

‘But in the last hundred years there has 
been a change, a change which is indicated 
in literature. One thing has happened 
which bears on this matter more intimately 
and effectively than all the religions of the 
world ever have been found to do, and that 
is Darwinism. What has that to do with 
the subject? It has made men know that 
from the lowest touch of life, away back 
in the ooze of primeval ocean shores, clear 
up to the grandest and noblest manifesta- 
tion, that all are one. The animals are of 
our kin as much as our brothers and sis- 
ters and fathers and mothers, really our 
kin, one blood, one flesh, one life, the chil- 
dren of one Father as much as we. That 
is what Darwinism has told the world; and 
instead of its degrading men, as first 
charged against it, it has lifted the level of 
all life up into the sunlight of the Divine.”’ 

After referri to the intelligence and 
traits of character which many animals 
possess, Dr. Savage went on: ‘I do not 
believe that any man who stops and 
thinks can find it in his heart to shoot 
or kill simply for the pleasure. If he is 
going to eat, if they are needed, then 
catch and use. Well, I Know there are 
doctors of divinity who write beautiful 
books about fishing and hunting; I will 
not say too much, I leave the matter to 
their own consciences. 

‘*‘T marvel that women, supposed to be 
more tender than men, at the beck of 
fashion, will allow cruelties simply fiend- 
ish to be carried on. I suppose the most 
of them do not think; they wear the orna- 
ments, but do not study as to how they 
are prepared or where they come from. 
If they did think. I should lose my re- 
spect for them, that is all.’”’ 


New Record for the Minneapolis. 


The Atlantic Transport Line steamship 
Minneapolis, which arrived last evening, 
completed her thirteenth westward record. 
No ill-luck attended her, and she broke her 
records for time of passage, average speed, 
and day’s run. She made the trip in 8 
days, 2 hours, and 31 minutes. Her aver- 
age speed was 16.80 knots, and the best 


day’s run.was made on June 5, when she 
logged 483 knots. Her best previous tri 
was made in August last, when she crosse 
in 8 days, 8 hours, and 1 minute. Her best 


average speed was 15.86 knots, and her best 
day’s run was 412 miles.

‘““We were very unfortunate in one re- 
spect. We had a great deal of sickness in 
the company. Poor Griffith, who was with 
me for eight years, died, and Mr. Andrews 
is still in @ hospital at St. Paul. Several 
others, too, were invalided home. 

‘“‘In a few days I shall go to Southamp- 
ton, L. L., to rest.. I did intend to cross the 
water to meet my wife and baby, but have 
concluded to forego that pleasure. My next 
season will open on Oct. 1 at the new Gar- 
rick Theatre in Philadelphia, where I shall 
present ‘ Monsieur Beaucaire’ and ‘ Herod.’ 
‘Those will be the two plays with which I 
expect to fill the season. 

‘“All my old members, who have been 
with me from eight to fourteen yearg, will 
be with me. But Miss Lettice Fairfax, 
who played with me in ‘ The First Violin,’ 
is to join me again and enact the role of 
Lady Mary, the heroine, in ‘ Monsieur 
Beaucaire.’ ’’

The Well-Known Painter Passes 
Away in This City. 


Began Life as a Loom Weaver and At- 
tained Great Success—His Not- 
able Pictures. 


Edward Moran, marine and landscape 
painter, died yesterday at 3:30-o'clock in his 
apartments and studio, 384 Fifth Avenue, 
from a complication of diseases from which 
he had been suffering for about a year. 

Mr. Moran’s health, it is said, had been 
broken down by overwork. He would go 
into his studio and work from early morn- 
ing until very late late, never seeming to 
weary of his art. 

Edward Moran was born in Bolton, Lan- 
cashire, England, Aug. 19, 1829, and came 
to America in 1844. He was the eldest son 
of a large family, and his ancestors were 
“hand loom weavers."’ As a boy he en- 
gaged in the business of his forbears. When 
he was fifteen years old the family came 
to America and settled in Maryland. Later 
they went to Philadelphia. When Moran 


was twenty-two years old he had become 
a “‘ power loom boss,”’ 


All through his boyhood he had exhibited 


a talent for cutting figures out of paper 
and drawing

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Energetic efforts to depress the stock 
market at the close of business last week 
failed to create apprehension. Some quo- 
tations fell substantially, but careful ob- 
servers were of the opinion that such 
changes were due generally to the press- 
ure of short selling. The bank statement 
with its $7,000,000 decrease in surplus 
reserves was made much use of by bear 
traders, though among many bankers the 
exhibit was declared to have no unsatis- 
factory elements in it. Several extraor- 
dinary financial transactions impend, 
one having to do with $25,000,000 and 
more on account of the new Tobacco 
Trust deal. Such transactions do not 
represent funds to be long tied up, or so 
diverted as to interrupt Wall Street’s 
ease. 

Sentiment in conservative circles is 
generally optimistic. Commission house 
advices have as a rule become bullish. 
And no important operator is openly on 
the bear side. 


Various important railway consolida- 
tion plans are impending, some of them 
much further advanced than is generally 
understood. The ‘‘community of inter- 
est” policy is not abandoned, has not 
suffered any reverse which can do more 
than temporarily delay accomplishments 
to which the foremost financiers of the 
country are devoted. In the Northwest, 
in the Southwest, in the South, as in the 
Eastern trunk lines, concentration of 
control is assured—bringing both large 
and small systems under a very limited 
number of heads, and so placing the 
transportation industry of the country 
on a basis that will assure results satis- 
factory beyond what has been known in 
the past. And fairly sure of concentra- 
tion is Union Pacific-Southern Pacific- 
Atchison agreement (even if not actual 
consolidation) recently discussed in these 
columns. 

This is not only a feasible proposition, 
but logical from many points of view; 
and it opens many interesting questions, 
but none can possibly be of more inter- 
est than the fact that the result will be 
to so control operations on this vast net- 
work of lines as to assure profits large 
enough to make dividends secure on all 
the capital stock involved. According to

BERLIN, June 9.—Throughout last week 
the Boerse continued under the influence 
of New York, and this fact, coupled with 
the considerable depression existing in busi- 
ness, made the week one of the dullest 
known for years.

The extraordinary abundance of money 
did not exert a stimulating influence. On 
the contrary, a panicky feeling often was 
shown by sudden declines in values on very 
small transactions. The private rate of 
‘discount moved from 3% to 314. ;

000,000 marks by the Prussian railways. 
In addition to these helpful influences the 
West German Railway Company published 
a report showing gains. 

The action of the Swiss Government in 
the matter of the Swiss Northeastern Rail- 
way is condemned here he: high-handed 
cheating "’ at the expense of the German 
stockholders. 

Iron and coal shares were both dull, the 
latter upon unfavorable reports from the 
coke syndicate, which has reduced the out- 
put.

TROOP G LOSES MASCOT 


Spider, a Bulldog Veteran of the 
Spanish War, Dead. 


Expires as Returning Soldiérs Reach 


Armory from Peekskill—Squad- 
ron A Home Again. 


The troopers of Squadron A and Troop 
C, looking brown, and expressing them- 
pelves as feeling invigorated, reached their 
armories yesterday after nine days of 
camp life and long marches, Save tor one 
mishap which befell Troop C pleasant ex- 
periences in the main would remain to be 
told. But Spider, universally beloved and 
sympathetic Spider, the mascot of Troop 
C, who endured the hardships of the Porto 
Rican climate with the troopers, died— 
died in view of the armory on North Port- 
land Avenue, Brooklyn. That made the 


home-coming of Troop C a sad one, 

Troop C had been watching Spider, who 
was a full-blooded bulldog, much kinder 
than the rank and file of his breed, with 
much interest. There is not a man among 
them who doubts that he died of sorrow— 
sorrow for Mr. De Bevoise, the father of 
Capt. Charles I. De Bevoise of Troop C, 
who died about two months ago. 

Mr. De Bevoise and Spider were great 
friends. When Mr. De Bevoise died the 
dog began to refuse food, and acted queer- 
ly. It was finally decided to send the dog 
to the armory, where it was believed that 
the sight of the horses, the horses he 
knew so well, would cheer him up. So it 
did in a measure. Then came the time for 
starting for Peekskill, and for a time it 
looked as though Spider were getting back 
his old spirits again. He got quite a good 
deal of fun out of the games at Peekskill, 
but lapsed back into moodiness when the 
homeward trip was begun. They put him 
into the baggage wagon. When the wagon 
had come close enough to the armory for 
the driver to hear the cheers of the wel- 
coming friends, Spider fell over dead. He 
is now laid out in the armory, and is to be 
stuffed and mounted and placed in the 
Captain's room. 

There were just two men who were not 
in the ranks when the troop reached the 
armory, Philip Goodrich, who was taken 
from camp suffering with a fever, and 
Edward Reed, who sprained his ankle. 
he others, horses and men, were all well. 
It was 11 o'clock in the forenoon when they 
began to dismount. f 

The troopers of Squadron A did not reach 
their armory, on East Ninety-fifth Street, 
until 1 o’clock in the afternoon, They had 
trailed behind Troop C all the way from 
Peekskill to Ardsley, where the Brooklyn 
troopers camped on_ Saturday night. 
Squadron A selected Sleepy Hollow, and 
the sleep of the men was almost as pro- 
found there as that of the man who slept 
not far away from them, and whe made 
the locality famous. ‘“‘ But it was cool, 
gee, how cool!” all of them agreed. 

When morning came and the march 
through the pleasant roads that lead to 
Yonkers, and finally to Van Cortlandt Park 
and down the King’s Bridge Road was un- 
dertaken, spirits went up high, and there 
were regrets that the outdoor life was 
about to end. 

There were few sweethearts at the ar- 
mory when the troopers arrived. The sol- 
diers had stolen a march on them. They 
had gotten in several hours earlier than 
they themselves thought they would reach 
the armory. All were well,* about 230 of 
them. The horses were well, too, save one, 
which had a slight lameness. 

Then came the necessity for donning 
street clothes again, and home’ to spend 
the rest of Sunday. ’ 

Before they left the armory,, however, a 
few had some questions to ask their offi- 
cers. Questions that they could’ now ask 
with some propriety. Here’s a sample: 

‘“‘Say, Captain, didn't I behave well this 
time?” ; 

‘You did; you. surprised me.” 

‘“‘ Didn't think it was in me, eh?” 

“Oh, yes, I knew you could—knew you 
would if anything really serious was on 
hand.” 

“Thank you; good-bye.”

HOW TO BECOME A CITIZEN. 


Handbook on Methods of Naturalization 
by Court Clerk Guntzer. 


John William Giintzer, who has been a 
clerk in the Naturalization Bureau of the 
Supreme Court for twenty-three years, has 
issued a handbook for the use of those de- 
siring to become citizens. 

This book is entitled “Citizenship and 
How to Obtain It,” and its title is sus- 
tained by the contents. Every piece of 
information that a prospective citizen could 
possibly need is contained in the book. 

The naturalization laws of both the State 
and the United States as well as the Dec- 
jlaration of Independence and the Constitu- 
tion are printed in the book, and a series 
of questions and explanations which ac- 
company them are such as to give an appli- 
cant an opportunity to post himself on the 
information which he will need when ans- 
wering one of the Justices the day he is 
sworn in as a citizen. All the forms used 
4n obtaining citizenship papers are also 
given. Sample ballots and how to mark 
them are shown in the book as well as 
numerous important court decisions bearing 
on the question of naturalization.

POLICE AGAIN AT WALDRON’S. 


Two Waiters Arrested for Serving 


Drinks, but Sunday Dancing Not 
Interrupted. 

Another police descent was made upon 
the dance hall of Louis Waldron, at 256 
West One Hundred and Tenth Street, yes- 
terday afternoon, and two waiters were 


arrested on the charge of violating the ex- 
cise law. There were about fifty couples 
on the floor dancing at the time, but no 
attempt was made to stop them. 

The officers who made the arrest were 
Detectives Corrigan, Bradley, Duane, and 
Rogers of the Headquarters squad, and 
their prisoners were Emil Jaeckle of 802 
Sixth Avenue, and Charles Thompson of 
2,155 Fifth Avenue. The officers entered 
the place about 8:30 o'clock and sat down 
at a table. They gave an order for two 
glasses,of beer and a glass of seltzer. 

“You can’t get anything to drink with- 
out ordering a meal or a sandwich,” said 
the attendant. 

Sandwiches were then ordered and the 
drinks were served. Jaeckle-was placed un- 
der arrest. Later, Thompson, who, serve 
Rogers, was arrested. The dancers were 
floating around the room to the tune of 
‘“‘Annie More,’”’ and did not even stop in 
their waltzing to watch the detectives when 
they asserted their authority. 

‘Have a drink before you go,” said 
Louis Waldron to the officers as they start- 
ed to leave with their prisoner. They de- 
clined, but each accepted a cigar. 

Waldron has a hotel license, but the po- 
lice claim that he really uses it as a subter- 
fuge to sell liquors, and is therefore guilty 
of a violation of the excise law under a 
decision of Judge Truax, which declares 
that a bona fide meal must be served to 
justify the sale of Hquor under a hotel 
license on Sundays, holidays, and after 
hours. Waldron continued to serve liquors 
with sandwiches, for which he always 
charges, after the arrest was 4made, and he 
declared that he would do so _ until or- 
dered not to by a court, even though the 
police made arrests among his waiters 
every five minutes. 

Waldron’s place was frequently raided 
by the police until Magistrate Zeller finally 
stopped them by declaring that Sunday 
dancing was not unlawful, and threatening 
to punish the officers unless they desisted 
in their actions. Since then the proprietor 
has enjoyed freedom from molestation un- 
til the arrest of yesterday. 

The waiter was bailed out by Waldron, 
who furnished a five-hundred-dollar bond. 
The matter will come up before Magistrate 
Meade in the West Side Police Court this 
morning. 

Police Commissioner Murphy said last 
night that he did not know any action had 
been taken against Waldron’s. There were 
no orders sent by him regarding it, he said. 


STRUGGLE’S FATAL RESULT. 


Man Dies in Bellevue Hospital and a 
Fellow-Workman on Wife’s Com- 
plaint Is Arrested. 


Michael Q'Neill, a fireman for the Con- 
solidated Gas Company, who lived at 302 
East Twenty-ninth Street, died at Belle- 
yue Hospital yesterday afternoon, and 
John McCaffery, twenty-eight years old, 
of 642 East Fourteenth Street, employed 
by the same company, is held without 
bail on suspicion of having caused his 
death. 

O’Neill was taken to the hospital from 
the gas plant, at Fourteenth Street and 
Avenue C, on Thursday, and his disease 
was diagnosed as ‘‘syncope and wounds 
in the face.’”” \He was placed in Ward 6, 


and at noon the following day his wife ap- 
peared, and as his injuries were believed 
to be slight, she was allowed to take him 
to their hore for treatment. At his home 
he grew rapidly worse, and soon became 
delirious, rolling about the bed and room 
and raving of having been in a fight. 

At noon yesterday Mrs. O'Neill sum- 
moned the ambulance from Beilevue. Dr. 
Young was in charge. His diagnosis was: 
‘“*Meningitis.’’ And an inscription by the 
wife attached to the diagnosis slip read: 
‘* Was struck by — McCaffery on the head.”’ 
Dr. Young, however, says that the man 
had no injury on the head save a few 
scratches, but was bruised about the body 
and shoulders and arms. He was sent 
to Ward 26, where he died. 

When she was told of his death Mrs. 
O’Neill went to the East Twenty-second 
Street Police Station and reported that she 
thought her husband had been murdered. 
Detectives Kane and Kelly, detailed on the 
case, arrested John McCaffery, and ar- 
raigned him in the Yorkville Court, where 
he was held for examination to-morrow. 
He was locked up without bail in the court 
prison. 

Detective Kane says that when McCaf- 
fery was arrested he seemed thunderstruck 
when he learned of the death of O'Neill. 
He said that he and O’Neill had engaged 
in a friendly scuffle on the day on which 
the latter was taken to the hospital, and 
that he had struck O'Neill a friendly blow, 
and the latter fell and struck his head on 
a pile of scrap iron. He said there had 
been no ill-feeling in the matter. 


NEW LINE FOR THE BRONX. 


Contest Expected Over New York and 
Port Chester Railroad Co.’s Appli- 


cation for a Charter. 

There is much speculation among the 
property owners and business men of the 
Bronx as to the intentions of the New 
York and Port Chester Railroad Company, 
only recently incorporated, which an- 
nounces that it is going to undertake the 
building of a third-rail railroad system 
from One Hundred and Thirty-second 
Street, New York City, to the State line in 
Port Chester. For the past week repre- 
sentatives of the company have been in 
Port Chester, Mount Vernon, New Ro- 
chelle, and other towns and villages along 
Long Island Sound collecting signatures to 
a lengthy petition. They will present these 
lists to the State Railroad Commissioners, 
who are to hold a meeting to consider the 
status of the new company at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel on June 21. The signatures 
will be used to show that such a line is in 
demand by the pvblic. 

The Commissioners will then be asked to 
grant the new corporation a charter. The 
proposed route of the railroad is through 
the towns of Rye, Harrison, Mamaroneck, 
New Rochelle, Mount Vernon, and along 
the easterly portion of the Borough of the 
Bronx to East One Hundred ard Thirty- 
second Street. The Union Railway Com- 
pany, wnich has a monopoly of surface 
traffic in the Bronx, has lines in several 
of the above-mentioned towns, and a con- 
test is looked for.

“DR.” VON BERGER CAUGHT. 


Arrested on Charge of Taking £500 
from a London Bank—Said to be 
a Noted Swindler. 

A scene enacted in the Grand Centra] Sta- 
tion yesterday morning had all the ele- 
ments of melodrama. The characters 
ircluded a tall, well-dressed man of for- 
eign appearance, a distinguished-looking 
woman, whose rich gown admirably set off 
a fine figure, and two men in plain clothes 
not designed to either attract attention or 
occasion comment. 

The man and the woman had started from 
the station and were passing out toward, 
a cab, which had been hailed for them.’ 
Suddenly their passage was barred. The 
man appeared annoyed and the woman was 
evidently much surprised, 

‘‘ Well, well, what is it?’’ exclaimed he 
of the fine clothes. One of the men placed 
his hand on his shoulder. ‘ We want 
you,’’ was the response. ‘ 

The two shadowers were United States 
Deputy Marshal Fred Bernhard and As- 
sistant Frank Hunsdorfer of the Pinker- 
ton detective office. 

“What do you mean? ’”’ demanded the pris- 
oner indignantly. 

The detectives explained that they want- 
ed him on a matter of a larceny of £500 in 
England, taken from the Deutsche Bank of 
London. 

The man protested that it was all a mis- 
take. The woman, weeping, got into a cab 
and was driven away. The prisoner was 
taken to Ludlow Street Jail, and will be 
arraigned to-day before Commissioner Al- 
exander. 

According to the officers who made the 
arrest, the man is Dr. Franz von Berger, 
alias Egon E. Borges, an alleged all-around 
swindler of international notoriety. ‘The 
name of the woman was not learned. It is 
thought that she may be one of the ‘ doe- 
tor’s’’ feminine victims. He has a record, 
according to the officers, of advertising in 
newspapers for a wife, and when he gets 
a favorable response he is said to get what 
money he can from the applicant. 

Von Berger arriver in the city from Eng- 
land on the Oceanic on April 16, and regis- 
tered at the Waldorf-Astoria. Later he 
moved to/the Grand Union, and a few days 
ago he left town. All of the time the de- 
tectives have been on his trail. When he 
returned yesterday they were at the sta- 
tion to meet him. He finally admitted his 
identity, and said, among other things, that 
he had at one time been a Director in a 
gtd charitable institution in Cleveland, 

0. 

Speaking of his capture Marshal Bern- 
hard said: ‘‘ This is a most important pris- 
oner. He has swindled people from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific in this country and 
in every country in the world, as far as we 
can learn. I wish I could think of all of his 
aliases, of which he has I suppose two 
dozen. Withal, he has every appearance 
and acticn of a cultured gentleman.” 

The complaint against Von Berger was 
made by Sir Perey Sanderson, the British 
Consul General, and it is a case for ex- 
tradition, 

No suspicion, it was stated, attached to 
the woman who was with Von Berger when 
he was arrested. 


Old Philadelphia Merchant in Bellevue. 


David Kahn, eighty-two years old, of 212

years was a dry goods merchant in Chest- 
nut Street, Philadelphia, was taken to 
Bellevue Jiospital yesterday afternoon and 
placed in the pavilion for the insane.
